OF MASSACHUSETTS 


Chartered in 1638 


The First Military Company Chartered in the Western Hemi- 
sphere and The Third Oldest Chartered Military Company in 
the World. 


As the settlements which followed the landing at Plymouth in 
1620 increased and spread, there was no organized military force 
for protection against the Indians. So-called “Train Bands” were 
formed in different settlements but these were only local volunteer 
companies and there was no joint action or centralized authority. 


Many of the settlers had in England been members of the 
Honorable Artillery Company of London which was organized 
and chartered in 1537, and is today the second oldest chartered 
military company inthe world. Thus it was natural that the mili- 
tary training they had received in that Company should lead them 
to form a similar organization in the new country. In 1637 a 
Company was formed, and Governor Winthrop was petitioned 
for a Charter. He refused the request because he feared the 
establishment of a military force which might overthrow the civil 
power. 


However, in March 1638, the Governor finally granted a 
Charter to “The Military Company of the Massachusetts”. On the 
first Monday in June following, an election of Officers was held on 
Boston Common, the Common then being an open field leading 
down to the Charles River. The ballots were cast on the head of the 
drum which was placed in front of the Company. Since that time, 
the Company has maintained the tradition of its annual elections 
on Boston Common on the first Monday in June by casting the 
ballots on the Drum Head. 


The first Captain Commanding of the Company was Robert 


Keayne whose home was on the corner of State and Washington 
Streets. Keayne had been a member of the Honourable Artillery 
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Company of London. He bequeathed to the Town of Boston the 
land at the head of State Street for a Town House and the money 
to build it providing, however, that the Military Company should 
have a room in the Town House for an Armory. 

The Town House was designed and constructed by Thomas 
Joy, a leading architect and builder, and a member of the Com- 
pany. The building stood for more than half a century, but was 
destroyed by fire in 1711, and on its site was erected the venerated 
building now knownas The Old State House. Since 1746, the Com- 
pany has been headquartered at Faneuil Hall—an historic citadel 
known to all Americans. 


In its Armory, the Company maintains a Military Museum 
and Library which is without equal in the United States. Here are 
relics of every war in which this Country has been engaged since 
its settlement. On the walls of the Armory hang the portraits of 
most of the Captains who have commanded the Company since 
1638 to the present day. The Armory is open to the public and 
many thousands of visitors are registered every year in the Guest 
Book. 


Through the years, members of the Company maintained 
leadership positions in the social, civil and military life of the 
Colony. They were first in organizing churches and supporting 
them; they were prominent in framing and administering the laws 
of the Colony; they were foremost in the introduction of manufac- 
turing and the extension of trade in Boston. They were the Chief 
military minds of the Colony. and among the first in its defense. 
Many of them were public benefactors, contributing of their 
wealth to eduction, religion and charity. 


The members of the Company trod the field of every battle- 
field of New England; they fought for freedomon foreign soil; they 
judged the courts; they pleaded at the bar; they instituted town 
government and levelled forests; they were active in settling the 
towns of the frontier. Nine-tenths of the Company were loyal to 
the Colonies in the Revolution and, by their experience in the 
Ancient and Honorable Artillery Company, they served on every 
battlefield where the banner of Massachusetts waved, from Bun-* 
ker Hill and Bennington through Valley Forge to Yorktown. 
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This is the Company that Washington knew; that Franklin saw 
march through the streets of Boston; that John Adams and John 
Quincy Adams visited; that has had five members who received 
our nation’s highest military decoration—the Medal of Honor— 
and has had four of its members serve in the world’s most 
important office—President of the United States. Presidents James 
Monroe, Chester Alan Arthur, Calvin Coolidge and John F Ken- 
nedy were members., This is the same Company which has always 
stood for, and always will stand for, the best in citizenship. 


The Company is led by the Captain Commanding, assisted by 
the First Lieutenant and the Second Lieutenant, all of whom who 
are elected annually. Also elected annually are the Quartermaster, 
Paymaster, Commissary and Personnel Adjutant. The Captain 
and Lieutenants can serve only one year and, traditionally, move 
up. 


; There are a number of other officers appointed each year, 
including the Chief of Staff and the Adjutant, as well as a number 
of members who are elected or appointed to various committees. 


__ Twelve Sergeants are elected each year, and they are respon- 
sible for leading their sections in parades, as well as running a 
variety of events and providing entertainment through the year. 


The highlight of each Company year is June Day, officially 
known as the June Anniversary. After lunch at Faneuil Hall, the 
Company assembles outside and parades to Boston Common, 
Stopping for the annual Church Service on the way. 


On the Common, there is a pass-in-review; the drumhead 
election, which has been traditional since 1638; and the ceremonial

The parade then continues to the hotel where the Anniversary 
Banquet is held. The Ancients are joined for the days events by a 
number of other historical military units. The Massachusetts National 
Guard provides the band for the parade and the necessary artillery 
cannons for the salutes to the Governor on the Common.

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REPORT ON EGYPT AND HOLLAND 
FOR 353RD FALL FIELD DAY TOUR OF DUTY 


WHY EGYPT? 


Egypt was selected for many reasons. Because of the cancelling of this 
unique trip just six weeks from date of departure due to the Gulf War, I feel 
that events which brought us to this time frame be a part of my Annual 
Record. 

Four private on-site inspections were made to ensure a most successful 
FFDTD. Our Embassy in Cairo gave us their full support; Ambassador Frank 
Wisner and COL David Lemon, Defense and Army Attache, took personal 
interest in our proposed venture and we met with them many times during 
our visits to Egypt. With their help we were able to meet with officers of the 
Egyptian Defense Ministry, essential if we were to obtain permission for the 
traditional wreath-laying ceremony at the tombs of President Anwar Sadat 
and the Unknown Soldier. We were assured of a delegation of military 
personnel and an Egyptian Army band. 

The location of the memorial site is beautiful, our flags and the Egyptian 
flags would fly side by side in an area where there is always a strong wind. 

LTC John A. Moore, Adjutant, planned an impressive formation and 
march of our troops, Egyptian military and dignitaries, American and 
Egyptian. 

The Aida ballroom of the Cairo Marriott offereda majestic setting for our 
banquet and we were assured dignitaries and military of the highest level in 
the Egyptian government would join us.

We would leave this wonderful country from Luxor for a direct flight to 
Amsterdam for our R&R.

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EMERGENCY MEETING WITH THE FINANCE COMMITTEE 
20 AUGUST 1990 


CPT J.J. Lyons, Chairman of the Finance Committee, called an emer- 
gency meeting on 20 August 1990 in our temporary Armory at the United 
States Coast Guard Support Center, Boston, MA. 

The meeting was held due to my cancelling the 353rd Fall Field Day Tour 
of Duty to Egypt scheduled to depart 26 September 1990. 

Reason for cancellation was the escalation of the war in the Gulf. 

All members of the Finance Committee were in attendance:

I presented the committee with an alternate plan for the Tour of Duty ; 
the French Riviera seemed a good choice but an on-site inspection was 


necessary. 
The committee was in agreement and authorized the funds for the four 


day inspection. 


EMERGENCY INSPECTION TRIP TO THE FRENCH RIVIERA 


On 24 August 1990 at 1930 hours LTC John A. Moore and I departed 
Logan International Airport on Northwest Airlines for Amsterdam, Holland 
and a connecting flight to Nice, France. 

We had four days to determine if the 353rd Fall Field Day Tour of Duty 
could go onas scheduled or aborted - perhaps for the first time in our history. 
I would not continue on a Tour of Duty unless it was conducted in a manner 
befitting the A&HAC and for the Good of the Company. 

My directive to LTC Moore was that there would not be a trip unless it was 
right: the trip to Egypt was going to be a trip of a lifetime and to settle for less 


would not be in our Company’s interest. 
We arrived in Nice, France and continued on to Cannes, checking into 
the five-star Carlton Inter Continental Hotel which is directly across from the 


Mediterranean Sea. 
We immediately went to work calling first on the Deputy Mayor of 
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Cannes, Monsieur Ottobre. This meeting was arranged by Major Michel 
Rosen, a member of our Company who had lived in the area. M. Ottobre was 
briefed on our Company and welcomed our troops to his town, promising to 
do what he could to make our visit memorable. 

During the course of our first day in Cannes we interviewed two land tour 
operators - very discouraging - the French Riviera is a playground for those 
with no budget yet I had to maintain the cost of $2995 per person predicated 
on my original plans. 

That afternoon we did some touring with an agent - totally unexciting. 
On our return to the hotel we met with the Sales Manager and Director of 
Food and Beverage; arrangements and negotiations for the hotel were set up 
by their New York City office and our meeting proved that costs and 
accommodations were workable - it was just going to require further negotia- 
tions. 

In the evening LTC Moore and I toured Cannes, a truly beautiful area, 
but could we plan a Tour of Duty? 

The following morning we toured Nice and its surrounding areas with 
another land tour agent. We had heard of an American cemetery in 
Draguignan, about fifty miles from Cannes, and went to see it. The cemetery’s 
superintendent was very helpful and here was our first breakthrough. LT 
Peter W. Senopoulos, a member of our Company, is Commissioner of 
American Cemeteries and we were sure he would help us 

On returning to Cannes we noticed a military facility and learned it was 
an active French Artillery School, Ecole D’Artillere. This being Saturday we 
could not locate any officer who could give us some information, but were 
advised that an American officer, Major Rick McClure, was assigned to the 
school as Liaison Officer. That evening we contacted Major McClure and 
briefed him of our plans. He promised to speak to the Commanding General 
on our behalf. He also told us that a retired US Army officer resides just 
outside Cannes, COL John Willms. 

LTC Moore and I took our own tour of the facilities at the Inter 
Continental and the immediate area of Cannes. 


: The following morning COL Willms met us for breakfastand LTC Moore 
discussed in detail our problem and our concern. COL Willms was very active 
in military functions and Commander of the American Legion Post and he 
encouraged us to proceed with our plansand he would be our liaison with the 
French military, 

Later that morning we took a train to Monaco; the Inter Continental 
although wanting us to return with the troops, could not give us all the 
necessary nights-so off to Monaco we went looking fora hotel and interesting 
attractions for our men, 
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Ms. Cindy Hoddeson, Tour Director for the Principality of Monaco, 
made arrangements for us to inspect the Beach Plaza Hotel, which was right 
on the Mediterranean; we did inspect other hotels in the area, all very 
beautiful and all very pricey. 

We returned to Cannes early evening and felt our activities of the last 
three days did not suggest a workable trip. 

We were scheduled to leave the following morning but decided to take 
a later flight back to Amsterdam - something HAD to happen. 

MAJ McClure called to tell us the Commanding General at the Ecole 
D’Artillere would welcome us, COL Willms stopped by, very enthusiastic 
about the contacts and responses of the Mayors of Monaco, Nice and 
Draguignan. 

We were able to get through toa land tour operator recommended by Ms. 
Hoddeson and Rosemary Kerr of Conference Internationale agreed to meet 
with us and conduct our meeting on the way to the airport - we had to leave. 

The decision was made and the French Riviera would be our first stop on 
the 353rd Fall Field Day Tour of Duty. 

Many telephone calls, faxes, the total cooperation of Cindy Hoddeson, 
Rosemary Kerr, COL John Willms, MAJ Rick McClure, the staff at the Inter 
Continental and the Beach Plaza and LT Peter W. Senopoulos would make 
it all possible. 

The tour would be successful, all we needed now was HSH Albert of 
Monaco to receive us as a group. 

On 29 August LTC Moore and I returned to Boston.

The day started at1700 hours with coffee and rolls served in the hospitality 
suite for Ancients wishing to take communion at an 0830 hours Ecumenical 
Service held by our Chaplains, Father Durkee and Father MacPhaidin. 

Brunch was served in the LaPlage Restaurant on the beach at 1030 hours 
followed by a late morning walking tour of Cannes with one of our tour 
guides. 

At1430 hours the Company boarded a ferry for Saint-Marguerite Island, 
famous as the place where “the Man in the Iron Mask” languished for many 
years. 

The sight to see on Sainte-Margucrite is Fort Royal, a massive bastion 
built three centuries ago by Cardinal Richelieu. For several years in the 
late 17th century the legendary “Man in the Iron Mask”, whose face was 
covered to conceal his identity, was a prisoner in Fort Royal. 

; Some historians believe the masked man was the illegitimate brother of 
King Louis XIV while others consider it more likely he was a corrupt former 
finance minister, 


Whoever the mystery inmate really was, visitors to Sainte-Margucrite 
usually find it hard to conceive what crime could justify lengthy incarceration 
in dungeons as dark, dank and horrifying as Fort Royal’s.

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RHONE AMERICAN CEMETERY 


RHONE CEMETERY is in the city of Draguignan (Var), 
France, 28 miles west of Cannes and 16 miles inland, Ircan 
be reached from Paris-Marseille-St. Raphael-Nice by 
Autoroute AG/A7/A8 (coll highway) by taking the Le Muy 
exit onto highway N-555 co Draguignan. From Cannes 
the cemetery may be reached via Grasse on highway 
N-85 and D-562 or highway N-7 via Frejus and Le Muy 
or Les Arcs to Draguignan. Trains from Cannes, Marseille 
and Paris stup at St. Raphael where taxicab and bus ser- 
vices are avulable ro che cemetery (20 miles), some trans 
stop at Les Arcs where bus and taxicab services are also 
available (8 miles). Hotel accommodations in Draguignan 
are limited but there are many hotels in Sc Raphael, 
Cannes and other Raviera cities 


Accthis cemetery, 12 acres in extent, at the foor of a hill 
clad with the characteristic cypresses, olive trees, and 
oleanders of southern France, rest 861 of our military 
Dead, most of whom gave their lives in the liberanion of 
southern France in August, 1944. Their headstones are 
arranged in straight lines, divided into four plots, grouped 
about an oval pool. Aceach end of the cemetery is a small 


garden 

On the hillside, overlooking the cemetery, 1s the chapel 
with its wealth of decorative mosaic and large sculptured 
figures. Between the chapel and the burial area the yreac 
bronze relief map recalls the military operations in che 
region. On the retaining wall of the terrace are inscribed 
the names of 293 of che Missing who gave their lives in the 
service of their Country and who rest in unknown graves 
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ON 15 AUGUST 1944 THE ALLIED FORECES LAUNCHED THEIR CAMPAIGN TO 
ASSIST THE NORMANDY OPERATION AND LIBERATE SOUTHERN FRANCE. THE PREPA- 
RATORY AIR BOMBARDMENT HAD BEGUN IN JULY AND HAD GROWN STEADILY IN 
INTENSITY. AS THE ASSAULT CONVOYS ASSEMBLED, THE U.S. TWELFTH AND FIF- 
TEENTH AIR FORCES STRUCK AT THE BEACH DEFENSES, AS WELL AS AT THE BRIDGES 
ASTRIDE THE RHONE TO ISOLATE THE BATTLE AREA. 

ON THE EVE OF THE ATTACK SPECIALLY TRAINED ASSAULT UNITS LANDED TO 
PROTECT THE FLANKS OF THE INVASION BEACHES. BEFORE DAWN AIRBORNE TROOPS 
DROPPED NEAR LE MUY TO SEIZE HIGHWAY JUNCTIONS NECESSARY TO ASSURE THE 
ALLIED ADVANCE. AT 0800 THE U.S. VI CORPS MOVED ASHORE UNDER COVER OF 
BOMBARDMENT BY THE WESTERN NAVAL TASK FORCE. BREAKING THROUGH STEEL 
AND CONCRETE FORTIFICATIONS THE U.S. 3D, 36TH AND 45TH DIVISIONS PUSHED 
RAPIDLY INLAND. 

IN A TWO-PRONGED ADVANCE THE U.S. SEVENTH ARMY LIBERATED GRENOBLE 
AND WITHIN TEN DAYS WAS ENVELOPING MONTELIMAR TO TRAP THE ENEMY. MEAN- 
WHILE FRENCH UNITS HAD LANDED AND THRUST WESTWARD TO TOULON AND 
MARSEILLE, BY THE END OF THE MONTH THE ALLIED GROUND TROOPS WERE AP- 
PROACHING LYON PRECEDED BY THE U.S. TWELFTH AIR FORCE WHOSE ATTACKS 
DISORGANIZED THE FLEEING ENEMY. BY 7 SEPTEMBER U.S. FORCES HAD REACHED 
BESANCON AND DWERE MOVING ON BELFORT AND EPINAL. FOUR DAYS LATER THE 
ALLIED FORCES FROM NORMANY AND SOUTHERN FRANCE JOINED HANDS AT 
SOMBERNON, THUS ISOLATING ALL GERMAN UNITS REMAINING IN SOUTHWEST 
FRANCE. THE ALLIES COULD NOW DEVOTE THEIR EFFORTS TO THE DEFEAT OF THE 
NAZIS IN GERMANY ITSELF.

Blue uniforms, red borders, shined shoes; close to 85 American soldiers from the 
Artillery Company of Massachusetts gave tribute yesterday in the city’s American Cemetery, 
to their comrades who died for France. 

After a stop in the principality of Monaco, where they were received by Prince Albert, 
they rejoined in Draguignan. Under the command of Major Arthur E. Nashawaty of 
Boston, elected for one year and Captain of the Company. 

In attendance were MM. Max Piselli, Mayor, Tom Rogers, President of Santa Barbara 
County, The American Legion Commander, John Willms, and Lieutenant-Colonel 
Decomps, representing General Perrot, Commander of the Draguignan-Canjuers Garri- 
son. 

Before the soldiers left to set up the flags, both national and from the Company, in 
front of the graves of their comrades, the individual tributes were given under the sound 
of the drum, they used the central walkway of the cemetery. 

‘The flag-bearers advanced. The flowers laid down, each to the sound of the bugle. 
There was silence during the tolling “Aux Morts” (“For the Dead”). 

Then after the American National Anthem and “La Marseillaise” the American Major 
turned to his men so that Lieutenant-Colonel Decomps could thank them for allowing the 
Draguignan-Canjuers garrison to participate in the ceremony. 

It is probably with certain nostalgia that they will visit the artillery museum in E.A.A.

Father Durkee wished everyone “bon appetit”; the Captain requested 
everyone be seated to enjoy their dinner. 

; After dinner Captain Nashawaty introduced John Finnin, the represen- 
siveat the Inter Continental Hotel in New York. This young man had been 
appointed the task of looking after the Company’s interest while in Cannes. 
Captain Nashawaty congratulated him on doing a tremendous joband called 
upon him to Say a few words. 

Mr. Finnin explained how he had been sent to be among the Ancientand 
Honorable Artillery Company by the Inter Continental Corporation and 
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thanked everyone for their warm welcome and thanked the Company for 
making him feel like one of the organization. 

He then presented Captain Nashawaty with a plaque asking him to

Captain Nashawaty thanked the general for such a beautiful gift and 
asked him toremain standing. He wenton to say how America, in comparison 
to Europe and other parts of the world, was still a young country and that one 
ofits earliest patriots was a man named Paul Revere.

M. Delaney commenced by asking Mayor 
Mouillot be excused for hisabsence due to obligations elsewhere, much to his 
regret, considering the warm relationship existing between France and the 
United States. 
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M. Delaney went on to explain that the Mayor was with them in his 
thoughts and he would like to pay homage to the AHAC gathered on this 
occasion. The Deputy Mayor continued to congratulate the Company on 
receiving their charter in 1638, adding that their actions regarding the colony 
were remarkable. He added that the Company’s ancient members fighting 
for liberty served their country with honor and that they also served in an 
exemplary fashion in public life, giving the term “Citizen of the United 
States” a real sense of meaning. He added that the deep emotions felt that 
same afternoon during the ceremony at the Monument for the Dead was 
witness to their respect for the values that the Ancients defended and that all 
the people present continue to perpetuate. He addressed the Company in 
the name of Cannes, thanking all the American friends present. 

To conclude he said that the Company's past and present fidelity enabled 
the French people to look forward to a continuing close relationship, which 
they are counting on in the future. Addressing all the American dignitaries, 
the Deputy Mayor said how honored he was to be present and the fidelity 
existing between all touched very much the citizens of Cannes and that he 
hoped it was reciprocated. 

He read in French a quotation which translated is as follows: “Long live 
the Ancient and Honorable Artillery Company of Massachusetts - long live 
the United States of Americaand long live the friendship between France and 
the United States of America”. The medal of Cannes was then presented to 
the Company. 

Captain Nashawaty then presented a Paul Revere bowl to the Deputy 
Mayor in friendship. 

SEVENTH REGULAR TOAST: 

Captain Nashawaty offered the Seventh Regular Toast to the armed 
services of France and the United States serving in Saudi Arabia. 

Major McClure responding, thanked everyone for inviting him as well as 
General Perrot and two other French staff members to spend the evening 
with the Company. 

He wenton to speak of the “real” friendship existing between France and 
the United States. Major McClure then said that after having spent one year 
living in France that he truly believed that the United States has no better 
friends in the world than the French. He assured the Company of his belief 
and said how he had noticed the relationship growing and becoming 
stronger day by day. He explained how this friendship began hundreds of 
years ago when France came to the aid of the United States and helped to win 
the Revolution. 

He then added that the United States had had the pleasure in somewhat 
“returning the favor” during the First and Second World Wars. Both France 
and the United States had a bad experience in Indo-China, but then again, 
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this was a shared experience. Major McClure then wenton to speak about the 
forces in Saudi Arabia and how once again the USA and France find 
themselves side by side doing their best to gain victory. He also hoped of 
course that a peaceful solution would be found and that all soldiers in Saudi 
Arabia would come home safely without ever having a shot fired against them. 

He concluded his speech by saying that no matter what happens in the 
future he is sure that the French will remain the best friend America will ever 
have in this world. 

Captain Nashawaty thanked Major McClure for making the Company’s 
stay a success and presented him with a Paul Revere bowl. 

EIGHTH REGULAR TOAST: 

Captain Nashawaty offered the Eight Regular Toast to the Common- 
wealth of Massachusetts. Responding was the Honorable Thaddeus Buczko, 
the First Justice of Essex Division Probate and Family Court. His speech 
follows: 

“The citizens of the Commonwealth of Massachusetts are justifiably 
proud of the Ancientand Honorable Artillery Company and that their motto 
speaks loudly and clearly and echoes the deeds performed by this outstand- 
ing organization. An organization which has participated in many aspects of 
human endeavors. Their charitable deeds and broad humanity have made 
our organization one which is respected by all aspects of our society, not only 
in the Commonwealth of Massachusetts but also in the United States and 
throughout the world. An illustrious group of men from all walks of life are 
assembled here in France this evening for their annual “Fall Field Day Tour 
of Duty”. The citizens of Massachusetts have indeed played a leading role in 
the Struggling infancy of our nation at a time when France came to the 
assistance of this infant nation with the help of General Lafayette, and 
countless others from the Republic of France. For this we are proud and 
grateful, Throughout the course of history France and the United States have 
been allies working and striving together for the good of humanity and the 
brotherhood ofmankind. Yes, we have our Star Spangled Banner, France has 
the Marseillaise - our respective national anthems have a lot in common 
because they have endured the test of time and the test of battle. Let me refer 

‘o our own flag of the Commonwealth of Massachusetts and its motto “peace 
but peace under quiet liberty”. France has also sought peace under quiet 
liberty. They believe equality is fraternity “Liberty, Egalite et Fraternite’. Yes 
they are two nations that will abide in peace and harmony for cen turies to 
come and let me say to our friends here this evening: “nous sommes tres 
enchantes d’etre ici ce soir avec vous mes amis’ (we are delighted to be here 
this evening with you my friends)”. 
There was very warm applause by the Company. 
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NINTH REGULAR TOAST: 

The Captain then called for the Ninth Regular Toast to the great City of 
Boston. Responding was BGEN William P. Koughan PC. 

GEN Koughan began his speech by promising to be brief. He congratulated 
the Deputy Mayor and the citizens of Cannes and wanted to let all know that 
although the Ancientand Honorable Artillery Company was notas old as they 
were, they were established by English pilgrims in 1620. Several years later the 
same pilgrims established the AHAC and reorganized it, then in 1638 they 
became a part of the Commonwealth of Massachusetts and that ever since 
that day they have been in business and hoped to be so for another 350 years. 
We then went on the congratulate the Captain Commanding on a great, 
great, job and once again applause filled the room. 

TENTH REGULAR TOAST: 

Captain Nashawaty then presented the last toast to the Ancient and 
Honorable Artillery Company of Massachusetts. He requested everyone be 
seated and said how it would be his pleasure to respond to this toast.

We were honored to place flowers at the tomb of HSH Princes Grace, 
who we are proud to claim as a daughter of our City of Brotherly Love, 
Philadelphia. And we were delighted to witness the Changing of the Guard 
at the Palace, a most impressive sight. 

Our sincere thanks to M. Jean-Paul Medicin, Mayor of Monaco, for taking 
time to join us at our ceremony at the War Memorial of Monaco. 

We are also grateful to MGEN Claude Perrot and his officers for their 
hospitality and friendship. We enjoyed our festive luncheon with them and 
our visit to L’Ecole d’Application de L’Artillerie. 

Thank you to all of you. We will always remember your friendship, 
consideration and hospitality. 

This afternoon we marched from our headquarters at the Carlton Inter 
Continental to City Hall. We apologize for being late, but we wanted to 
acknowledge the liberation of Southern France on 24 August 1944, and 
remember the brave young soldiers who made it possible. Our thanks to M. 
Michel Mouillot, Mayor of Cannes, for your patience, hospitality and courtesy 
in receiving us at Cannes City Hall. 

Our day began with a solemn journey to Draguignan and the Rhone 
American Cemetery to pay our respects to 861 young American servicemen 
who gave their lives so that future generations could live in peace and 
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freedom. Fifty-four of these brave young soldiers were from our home, the 
Commonwealth of Massachusetts. 

We have fought alongside our French brothers in the pursuit of peace 
and liberty through our War of Independence, and through two devastating 
world wars. Today our brave servicemen are side by side again in the Middle 
East, as France and the United States join the nations of the world in standing 
firm against a tyrant who poses the worst threat to peace and stability in our 
lifetime. Together we will prevail. Tonight we pray that our courageous 
soldiers of peace come home safe, and soon”.

In 1935, Cole Porter wrote a song called “Begin the Beguine”. We will be 
hearing the words Begin and Beguine today, but they have nothing to do with 
Cole Porter’s “Beguine”. Thatwasa popular dance associated with the island 
of Martinique, in which the rhythmic pattern of the music was repeated over 
and over again. 

Today, we worship in the Beguinhof, the old church of the Beguines in 
Amsterdam. It is also called the English Reformed Church. The two names 
mean that the Church has two stories to tell and I shall try to tell them both, 
briefly and simply. 

You may have seen the bronze figure of a Beguine as you entered the 
courtyard. Itrepresents a lay sisterhood that grew up in Belgium in the 12th 
century. The name derives from that of Lambert Le Beq who formed 
communities of women to carry out the corporal works of mercy. Some of 
these women were single, some were widows and many were from well-off 
families. I think you can see that from the lovely homes that form the 
compound encircling the church. 

The Beguines took no vows or promises and, thus, were free to leave 
anyume to marry or to pursue other interests. But they did live in community, 
dressed simply, and were first to educate children, house the homeless and 
look after the sick in organized fashion. 

Often their houses were to be found near hospitals or leprosaria, or such. 
Theywere held in high esteem by the people because of their great contribu- 
tion to Society and, when they came under attack, were even protected by 
Popes. The houses all around the courtyard belonged to Beguines, and this 
chapel was their place of worship for several centuries. 

The century following the foundation of the Beguines saw large groups 
males doing the same thing. These were members of lay brotherhoods 
ea Sprung up all over the Lowlands and Germany. The men did not take 

Ws either and, consequently, could leave whenever they wanted. Often 
they wandered from place to place. They were called Begins or Beguards, and 
=a these groups did not have a very good success track. 

Resieutee: helpful to recall thatin the Europe of these times, we are on the 

(S founding of the two great mendicant orders: the Franciscans, 
Te took after the life of Francis of Assisi, and the Order of Preachers, or 
Dominicans, founded by Domenico Guzman of Spain. Both Franciscans and 
Dominicans enjoyed great popularity among the people and soon they were 


of 
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to be found teaching at the universities of Paris, Cologne, Oxford and 
Cambridge; preaching crusades and ministering among the people. 

But these authentic orders had imitators, imitators who were idlers and 
vagabonds who wandered from place to place. Eventually, the names Begin 
and Beghard became words of reproach, and the latter may have passed over 
into English as beggar. 


Just to give you an idea of the confusion of the era: at one time there were 
about 30 differentsects or groups, (and I'm speaking of Begins and Beguines) 
which differed widely from each other in their teaching, their opinions, their 
discipline and in their manner of living. Some of their beliefs were also 
bizarre and because of this they were frequently denounced by Popes and 
Councils. They eventually faded away or became members of reformist 
groups. 

The second story told by this Church begins after the Reformation at 
Cambridge University, Corpus Christi College in particular, because it was a 
college much inclined to Puritanism. The word Puritan too, probably arose 
in its own society as a word of reproach. The Puritans were also called 
“dissenters” because they were not happy with the way in which the Reforma- 
tion took place in England. These people were religious radicals who wanted 
to go farther in abolishing structures, in wanting to live in their own 
communities and wanting to make their own rules. Already in 1588, Robert 
Browne fled from Nottinghamshire to Holland where he opened a place of 
worship in Middleburg and began to publish his opinions there. 

By 1607, there were already enough dissenters who had fled England that 
they were given this church as their place of worship. The Beguines were 
allowed to continue living in the houses of the compound but the chapel was 
taken away from them and the celebration of Mass was forbidden. The 
church has since been called the English Reformed Church even though it 
has more to do in spirit, and communion, with the Church of Scotland. In 
any case, the first pastor, Reverend John Paget, preached his first sermon here 
in 1607. The text of the sermon is painted in large letters on the wall behind 
me, “A Clean Heart Create in me, O God”. Youwill recognize the line as being 
from the 50th Psalm. 

The literature which is given out on this church and on the Pilgrims in 
Holland would lead one to believe that they worshipped here. But I don’t 
think that can be supported. It is true that the Reverend John Smyth fled to 
Holland in 1606 and he is the first of the people we call “the Pilgrims” in that 
he soon moved to Leiden, an university city north of Amsterdam. 

After him, in 1608, came three very important people: the Reverend John 
Robinson, the elder William Brewster, and their faithful scribe, William 
Bradford. But neither they nor the sizable group that fled in dribs and drabs 
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across the Channel cared much for Amsterdam. Within a year, they had 
moved on the Leiden where John Smyth had preceded them by a few years. 

In 1609, the City of Leiden records permission given to 100 people, 
Puritan dissenters, to live in the town. 

These are the people who became the Pilgrims, and they lived in Leiden 
for 11] years. In the group, two people stood out: 

* the Reverend John Robinson who was the spiritual leader of the 
group 

* William Brewster, the well-connected man who had_ spentyears at 
the Court of Elizabeth and made friends, among others, with the future 
governor of Virginia, Sir Edwin Sandys. It was William Brewster, who with 
some difficulty, secured the land-grant in Virginia for the pilgrims of Leiden. 

About this time in Holland, the scribe William Bradford writes: 

“They had found liberty, peace and a measure of happiness in 
Holland, but they seemed to feel that this was not to be their final resting 
place.” 

“The place they had thoughts on,” he continues, “was some of those 
vast and unpeopled countries of Americawhich are fruitful and fit for habi- 
tation”. 

After Brewster got the land grant, things began to move quickly. Two 
boats were secured: “The Mayflower” which lay at Southampton, and “The 
Speedwell” which came to Delfshaven to pickup the Pilgrims. On the window 
behind me, you can see a depiction of their leaving Delfshaven, with their 
Pastor John Robinson offering a prayer for safe passage. 

The Speedwell proceeded to Southampton and both ships left for the 

ericas. At Land's End, the Speedwell developed a leak and both ships 
returned to port, this to Plymouth. On closer inspection it was decided that 
the Speedwell could not sail. Some of its provisions were transferred to the 
Mayflower which then sailed alone. Obviously, some of the Pilgrims had to 
be left behind and some of them even returned to Holland. 

The Mayflower left Plymouth on September 6, 1620 and arrived at Cape 
Cod on November 9 of the same year. As you know, the Pilgrims were 
Supposed to go to Virginia, but one nicely put it “by God's guidance and the 
captain’s mistake we landed here on Cape Cod”. It was here that they wrote 
their famous compact which begins, “In the Name of God, Amen”. 

; I have told two stories of spiritual movements, diverse in time, diverse in 
ongin. So that this doesn’t wind up simply as an exercise in history, there are 
a few lessons I would like to draw. 

B First, I believe that groups, the Beguines and the Pilgrims were both 
trying to achieve the text of John Paget’s first sermon in this church “A Clean 
Heart create within me, O God”. One group tried to achieve this by their 
corporal works of mercy: instructing the ignorant, housing the homeless, 
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visiting and caring for the sick. The other group tried to achieve this by 
making out for a brand new beginning, where men and women could begin 
anew to bring their vision into reality, and to achieve a new innocence far 
from the corruption of old Europe. 

Both groups were spiritual utopians who really didn’t reckon too hard 
with the reality of sin either in the world, or in themselves. They were soon 
to learn that reality the hard way. 

John Robinson, the Moses of the group, never did sail to the New Colony 
just as Moses never got to the Promised Land. But Robinson said something 
to his Pilgrims at their solemn service of departure which I think worth 
repeating and reflecting on: 

“If God reveals anything to by any other instrument of his, be ready to 
receive it as ever you were ready to receive any truth by my ministry, for 1am 
verily persuaded - I am very confident - that the Lord has more truth yet to 
break forth from this Holy Word”.

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Captain’s Report to the Company on the 353rd FFDTD 


The 353rd Fall Day Tour of Duty to France and the Netherlands is now 
just a pleasant memory and what made this Tour of Duty successful was - first 
and foremost - the fantastic group of Ancients who traveled with us. 

I was not previously aware of the concerns many of you had- how could 
I plan a trip in such a short period of time? To those Ancients who had faith 
in me - thank you for your confidence and because of your support the trip 
was a success. 

Honoring our own servicemen at Draguignan, the Rhone American 
Cemetery where 861 Americanswho gave their lives during the Allied invasion 
are buried, 54 from the Commonwealth of Massachusetts, was something we 
can all be proud of, thank you LTC John Moore for your excellence and 
precision in our military formations and parades. 

Ithinkwe all recognized the importance of the wreath laying ceremonies 
at the Memorial of the Liberation of Southern France in Cannes, and the War 
Memorials at Nice and Monaco. 

Wherever we went, our presence was noted - even to having motorcycle 
€scorts during our visit to Monaco. Our placing of flowers at Princess Grace’s 
tomb was, lam sure appreciated by her family as we appreciated HSH Prince 
Albert of Monaco receiving us in the inner courtyard as a group, something 
Thave been told has never before happened, a group of men in uniforms in 
the Grimaldi Palace’s inner courtyard. . 

. Having to cancel Egypt was a major disappointment but the alternative 
did indeed work out; we received the respect and admiration of mayors, 
deputy mayors and French military; newspapers in Draguignan, Cannes, and 

Ice wrote about our visit and printed our pictures. 
- The newspaper in Monaco also gave us coverage on our meeting with 
ieee Albert, and Radio Monte Carlo, a station heard along the entire 


Cditerranean coast, interviewed LTC Cal Clayton, LTC John Moore, and 
me. 
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DECLARATION OF INDEPENDENCE 


‘On 18 July 1776 Colonel Thomas Crafts (enrolled a member of the 
A&HAC in 1765) read the Declaration of Independence from the balcony of 
the Old State House. This event is recorded in the History of The Military 
Company of the Massachusetts, now called the Ancient and Honorable 
Artillery Company of Massachusetts (Volume II, page 127) as follows: 

“July 18, 1776, the Declaration of Independence was publicly read for the 
first time in Boston. The council, representatives, magistrates, sclectmen, 
clergy, the militia, and a great throng of people were present. The regiments 
andartillery were drawn up in King Street, atone o'clock,P.M., when from the 
balcony on the east end of the Old State House, the Declaration was 
proclaimed with great joy by the people who cheered: the guns of the harbor, 
and of the fortifications answered, and the artillery fired their cannons 
thirteen times, the regiments fired volleys in thirteen divisions, thus indicat- 
ing the number of American states united. The evening was spend in 
festivities”. 

Today, 214 years later, I have the privilege of reading the Declaration of 
Independence. We are all indebted to those courageous men who met in 
Philadelphia so many years ago to draft this historic document which we hold 
so dear to our hearts. 

Let us from time to time re-read our Declaration of Independence to 
remind us of our privilege.

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INDEPENDENCE DAY CELEBRATION 
4 July 1990 


On Wednesday, 4 July 1990, the Ancient and Honorable Artillery Com- 
pany of Massachusetts participated in the 2l4th Independence Day Celebra- 
tion. 

At 0900 hours the Company was formed by the Adjutant for the official 
flag raising ceremony on City Hall Plaza, Boston. 

Master of Ceremonies, Frank N. Jones, Commissioner Real Property 
Department, City of Boston, declared that the City of Boston was marking this 
Fourth of July as “Independence through Literacy”. 

Following the playing of the ANCIENTS MARCH by the Shea’s Military 
Band, conducted by our LT John Shea, the Company, led by MAJ Arthur E. 
Nashawaty, Captain Commanding, proceeded to the Granary Burying 
Grounds. 

Included in the line of march were sixty sailors from the USS John F. 
Kennedy (the 17 story 83,000 ton aircraft carrier), a color guard detail from 
the USS Constitution (Old Ironsides), and Coast Guard personnel marking 
the 200th anniversary of the Coast Guard. 

Atthe Granary Burying Grounds, wreaths were placed by the A&HAC on 
he graves of Samuel Adams, John Hancock, Robert Treat Paine, and Peter 
Faneuil; taps and salvos by Wilmington Minutemen and Shea's Military 
Band. 

Parade resumed to Bromfield Street to Washington Street to the Old 
State House where the Pledge of Allegiance was led by the “Sailor of the Year” 
Ensign Jonathan W. Brown of the USS John F. Kennedy. 

Our Captain Commanding, MAJ Arthur E. Nashawaty, read the Declara- 
tion of Independence in a fine, articulate manner, a tradition that has been 
carried on by our Company since 18 July 1776 when COL Thomas Crafts, a 
member, first read the Declaration of Independence upon receipt from 
Philadelphia. 

The ceremonies concluded with the traditional salvos by the Wilmington 
Minutemen, Yankee Doodle by Shea’s Military Band, and God Bless America 
sung by Ernest Triplett. 

Parade re-formed and proceeded from Congress Street to North Street 
ending at the rear of Faneuil Hall, beneatha huge American flag attached to 
the building (sewn by the hands of one of the newest American citizens from 
Vietnam, sworn in on 2 July thatl989 at Faneuil Hall) and also under the ever 
guarding eyes of the Samuel Adams statue. 

The Captain Commanding thanked the troops for their splendid perfor- 
mance and upon dismissal invited the members of the Company and their 
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families to a collation hosted by the Company at Company Headquarters, 
Faneuil Hall. The Captain extended the invitation to the sailors, coast guard 
personnel, and militia units present. 

In conclusion it should be noted that the Parade Coordinator Domenic 
D’Ambrossia of the Office of Public Celebrations City of Boston was quoted 
in the Boston newspapers as saying “ more than 5,000 flag-waving spectators 
gathered for the annual Independence Day Parade. That was the best crowd 
we have had in about 10 years”.

COLONEL WALTER T. ANZONI PC 
Eulogy Delivered Saturday 5 January 1991 by LTC John D. Drummey 


For many years when I lived nearby I entered the rear of this very church 
every Sunday for the 8:30 Mass and I inevitably would pass by Walter Anzoni 
seated in the last pew. . 

I would tap him on the shoulder and turning he would give me that 
unique smile: a smile unlike any other, as indeed most things about this 
unique man were not like any other. . 

Tf today we were meeting in this church and Walter knew I was assigned 
todo someone’s eulogy he would move closer, look up over his glasses at me 
and issue a senior ears in that unique voice: “keep it short now, you 
follow me?” 

Were I to meet this old friend in the vestibule this morning and he knew 
the subject was himself - Walter would have gripped my arm in the steellike 
lock ofhand, pull me closer, and rasp to me: “don’t make it solemn now with 
all that serious stuff Jack - you follow me?” 

Yes, dear Walter, I have known you since 1946 and I knowwhatyou mean. 
I follow you. 

Thave no problem with not being solemn for itwasa delight to see Walter 
Anzoni enjoy his great sense of humor. He was the perfect audience. The 
joke would be given and his grin would begin, growing until it stretched from 
ear to ear. Then the upper torso and shoulders would shake in merriment. 
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We teased the good colonel a lot and he reveled in this banter, knowing this 
is the way men tell cach other of their affection. God gave Walter the grace 
of humor and it did not go unthanked. 

But to be brief about a man of accomplishment who was a whirlwind of 
activity is not as easy as being humorous. 

We would be in this House of God for a long time if we were to merely list 
all the endeavors and contributions to community, state, church, family, and 
the military by Colonel Walter T. Anzoni. 

Malden was his birthplace and where he died and where he will long be 
remembered. He had no desire to live elsewhere and whata stroke of good 
fortune for this community which named him “Man of the Year” more than 
twenty-five years ago. 

Here he conducted his business, directed charity drives, assisted this very 
church we are in with its Herculean efforts to be mortgage-free. Here he 
served two terms on the Malden City Council, winning the most votes ever 
given to a Councilor on his re-clection. The good voters obviously knew that 
here was a totally honest public official who got things done. O Rara Avis! 
Walter, as we Independents and Democrats knew only too well, was a 
dedicated Republican even when that was a lonely vigil. In his sagacity he 
realized that what goes around comes around. 

I was of some assistance to Colonel Anzoni when he was chairman of 
Malden’s Bicentennial parade through these city streets led by Walter 
Costumedas the Father of our County, George Washington. That thiswould 
cause some good-natured ribbing from his friends did not stop him - nothing 
altered his convictions - from stepping out ahead of the parade in colonial 
garb with white wig and tricorn hat. 

And when you think back on it - how appropriate! Walter Anzoni and 
George Washington had much in common - both were instinctively chosen 
tolead. Both focused on the particular goal to be accomplished and had little 
patience with ineptitude in important tasks. Both men had an ingrained 
dignity and little desire to be “one of the boys” yet both men had a deep 
concern for people and a strong sense of loyalty to God and County, 
exercised as only a fervent individualist can do. 

It did not take much close observation of this man to see that he was a 
devout Catholic. That spirituality blended well with his being a true gentle- 
man and one who only asked that we act as ladies and gentlemen. To do less, 
Walter believed, was to insult our Creator. Would that the youth of today 
could harken to his message: no compromise with standards; no retreat from 
ideals. 

For his counuy his service is well known - to give not less than one 
hundred percent was what he asked of himself and, sometime misunder- 
stood, of others. Early in his life he joined the Massachusetts National Guard 
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and became a member of its famed 182nd Regimental Combat Team which 
became part of the equally famous Americal Division, earning glory and 
commendation in the Pacific Theatre in World War II. Colonel Anzoni came 
home to stay in his beloved Guard and graduate from the US Army General 
Staff School. 

Perhaps all of Walter’s love of country and the military came to a happy 
fruition when he joined the Ancient and Honorable Artillery Company of 
Massachusetts. He became part of this oldest continuous military organiza- 
tion in April of 1949. And itsoon was his avocation. He became First Sergeant 
of Infantry and he served commendably as Adjutant to Captain George 
Turain, of blessed memory. The fact that he became Captain Commanding 
within a decade of his enrollment tells us much of how he was regarded by his 
fellow Ancients. Then -and today. And he became, to return to an analogy, 
our George Washington - Senior Past Commander, the bulwark of the Past 
Commanders’ organization, the heart and core of the Permanent Fund, and 
the Senior Past President of the Ten of Us Club, the social arm of this 
remarkable group of men, And they shall not forget him soon. 

Finally, and most important of all, we have Walter Anzoni, the family 
man. For them and from them a current of love flowed that was obvious to 
even a casual observer. Itwasa delight to see this most dignified of men, when 
with his family, his three sisters and host of nieces of nephews and other 
relatives, melt and glow with affection and pride. He was the center ofa 
familial love that meant so much to him - and to them. 

For those of us not of the family gathered here this morning - we wish we 
had better expressed our love for you, dear Walter. If only we had broken 
down the barriers of our awe, our respect and our admiration to tell you of 
our feelings before it was too late to do so. 

I could ask that familiar phrase of yours, Walter, in saying to you this 
morning — “you follow me?” 

But of course now in that peace that passeth all understanding, you do 
know this morning exactly what we mean. 

We are proud to have known you and served with you Colonel, and had 
you as a friend. 

We will be in ranks together again, God willing.

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The Move to United States Coast Guard Support Center, Boston, MA 
Background 


Since the move from our Armory came under my command it became my 
responsibility to secure appropriate quarters for our mectings, business 
offices, and meeting rooms for our elected and appointed committees - and 
at a reasonable cost. 

The National Parks Service offered us space in one of their buildings in 
the Navy Yard but the area proposed for our regular meetings proved to be 
too public for our needs. The Executive Secretary and Curator would have 
office space but rooms for meetings would need to be pre-scheduled and 
without total assurance that they would be available. 

Also, with the third tunnel to Logan Airport being built, waffic crossing 
the bridge for members on the Boston side could present problems. 

LT Anthony Pino, Commissary Officer, suggested I look into the US 
Coast Guard Support Center in Boston. I called CPT Peter K. Valade, 
Commanding Officer, and arranged to meet with hin CPT Valade was 
surprised and pleased with the thought of our using his facility and promised 
to contact his superior officers in New York. ; 

Issues brought up were: parking, facilities during our regular meetings, 
use of kitchen, permanentsuite of offices, and members being able to use the 
All Hands Deck Lounge, and costs.

Our first meeting at the Support Center was 29 October 1990; contract 
document letters are noted herein as part of this report.

I knew my father well enough not to forget. 

At some point while I spoke, for my voice had faltered and grown 
unintelligible, I stopped and became aware of those before me. My eyes, 
which had thus far been disobedient to my mind, focused on an Ancient and 


his wife in the third row before me. And he was crying and gently smiling all 
at once, for my father. 
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CDR THOMAS D. HORANS LETTER TO COMPANY 


“Captain Commanding, Distinguished Past Captains, Commissioned 
Officers, my fellow Ancients. It has been eleven and one half years since I was 
sworn into this great Company and my service as a Ancient began. During 
these past years I have met some of the finest men I know and I am proud to 
call them my comrades. Prior to this last fall, I rarely missed an Ancients 
meeting or event and enjoyed every moment of it. My greatest thrill was 
serving as Adjutant during our 350th Anniversary year. 

This past October, I was diagnosed as having metastatic malignant 
melanoma, a type of cancer for which there is no known cure. The disease 
stemmed back toa malignant mole which was removed from my back 17 years 
ago, and the disease lay dormant in my system for all that time. 

In December, I entered an experimental program at the New England 
Medical Center, which involved a combination of high doses of chemo- 
therapy, and a substance called Interluken II, which works on the bodies 
immune system. The program required a great deal of hospital and recovery 
time, and I lost over twenty pounds in the process. 

In the latter part of February, while still in the recovery process, I 
learned that the treatment had not worked, and that my cancer is terminal. 
Tam sure you can all understand how I feel, and how disappointed I am after 
going through the long treatment period. 

For the past six months however, the Ancients did not forget me. I was 
deluged with cards and letters wishing me well, and many phone calls 
inquiring about my situation. For all of your expressions of concern and 
caring, I want to thank you each and every one. 

Iwantto apologize for those phone calls that I may have not returned, 
and for the written communications that I may have not responded to, but I 
can assure you they were greatly appreciated by both my family and myself. 

It has taken me a lot of time to come to grips with my situation, and to 
muster the courage to come before you tonight. Iam notsure what the future 
holds for me, but I will always treasure my association with the Ancients. Only 
time will tell whether I will be mustering with the Company on June Day this 
year, but I can assure you all, that my thoughts will be with you, even if my 
person cannot be. 

Thank you all for being who you are, and for extending the hand of 
friendship to me.”

FROM FANEUIL HALL 


TO: THE STANDING COMMITTEE 
FROM: JOHN F. MCCAULEY, CURATOR 
SUBJECT: (REPORT ON) THE MOVE 


The process of moving the Ancient and Honorable Armory at Faneuil 
Hall began in February 1989 when the new Curator started the systematic 
collection of all artifacts and materials within the Armor, Library, closets, 
cabinets, drawers, etc. 

After the collections were inventoried, it was revealed that the Company 
has: 

1781 museum artifacts 

2024 volumes of books 

2000 unframed photographs 

450 framed photographs 

95 museum swords 

49 museum flags 

60 muskets, pistols, cannons, etc. 


A large collection of manuscripts, medals and memorabilia. All have 
been tecorded, wrapped or stored in acid-free boxes. ; . 

The first move was September | & 21989 when five truckloads of material 
were removed from the attic and stored in the Hoosac Warchouse in 
Charlestown. Through the efforts of Colonel (John) Moore, trucks from the 


National Guard were used in the move. 


CURATOR'S SCHEDULE 


We have now completed Phase I (inventory) and Phase II (moving) ofthe 
artifacts from the Museum and Library. We have also cleaned the attic and 
Stored those materials. All this was accomplished within the allotted time 
prior to closing of Faneuil Hall. 

We now move into Phase III (preparation to move back into the Armory 
within two years). Phase IV will be setting up the exhibits of the Museum and 
Library while Phase V will be showing the exhibits in the new Museum. 
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The following are some of the steps necessary to reach Phase V: 

There are over 200 photos of Past Commanders and 500 other framed 
photos and pictures that need to be re-finished and refurbished. We have 90 
swords and other silver that need attention. We have worked a schedule to 
have these repaired, over a period of several years. 

It is assumed that the Curator will clean and repair the benches of the 
Armory. 

The Museum cases will be re-finished and in some cases re-designed. 

Since there will be new entrances to the Armory and re-location of several 
rooms, a complete re-design of the Museum and Library will be necessary. 
The new Museum room will be on the north side of the building, the elevator 
will have an access room in which any exhibit must be secure and the 
possibility of more cabinet exhibit space in the Armory are some of the factors 
to consider. 

While we have completed an inventory of all the Museum and Library 
materials, it will be necessary to edit and print a new inventory. We also wish 
to place the inventory and begin a catalogue system in a computer. Data 
forms for cataloging can be set up and utilized for future exhibits. 

The Company needs to set up an accession policy, loan policy, and de- 
accession policy. 

As stated before, the new Armory will have more than one entrance so 
that it will be necessary to expand the security systems throughout the floor. 
The elevator will create security problems in the foyer (elevator room). With 
an increase in visitors, itwill be necessary to any exhibit not enclosed (pictures 
on the wall, etc). We wish to design a video, touch button, intrusion and 
mouon system. Itis hoped that the new Library will become a research library 
for serious students of military history, A cataloging system and Library policy 
needs to be developed.

I am pleased to report the meeting was fruitful and formation of 
this committee (ADIC) was an unanimous decision. The enclosed

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THE ARMORY DESIGN INTERFACE COMMITTEE 


By a vote of the membership, after approval by the Standing Committee, 
the Armory Design interface Committee was formed on 11 February 1991 
under the direction of Major Arthur E. Nashawaty, Captain Commanding. 
This committee succeeded the Restoration and Preservation Committee 
formed in 1984. 

These committees were to interface with other groups within and outside 
the Company. Progress of the purposes of these committees depended upon 
the continuity of the committees from year to year. To this end Major 
Nashawaty designed a membership list through 1994. 

The policy of these committees was to focus on the restoration of Faneuil 
Hall, move the Company out of the building, find a temporary headquarters 
and move the Company back to Faneuil Hall. 

Other than obtaining a temporary headquarters at the Coast Guard Base 
Support Center, the Restoration Committee had not made any other major 
plans. 

The first meeting of ADIC on 27 February 1991 was burdened by the 
persistentremarks that the work of the “Old Committee” and itsmembers was 
being neglected by this committee. Much of the time was spent discussing the 
donation made to the Preservation Trust Board by the preceding committee. 
Up to this meeting the donation was never delivered. Although Major 
(Nashawaty) was able to set up a tentative agenda for the next meeting, no 
real progress was made here, 

The nextand final meeting of ADIC was held on 29 April 1991. Groups 
outside the Company were invited to present their views and interest to the 
“Faneuil Hall Project”. General discussions and sketchy explanations but no 
definite decisions or policies came out of these meetings. 

The conceptwas sound and correct. itneeded the cooperation and input 
of all committees within AHAC along with a steady and full liaison with the 
outside groups to carry out an full and complete restoration and return to 
Faneuil Hall. It never happened. - 

The Museum and Library Committee, charged with moving the artifacts 
and library out from and back to Faneuil Hall, inherited all other aspects of 
“the move”: move all property outof AHAC outand back, setcom munication 
systems in Faneuil Hall, set security systems, have a liaison with construction 
people, etc. The Committee madea gallanteffort butwas not really equipped 
to do the job. 

Therefore “the move” was done on acrisis basis, solving problems as they 
appeared. Nevertheless the job is being done and will be finished so that the 
Ancients will once again come home to Faneuil Hall.

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REPORT OF THE ARMORY DESIGN INTERFACE COMMITTEE 


There is probably no major project in the long history of the Company 
which has seen such cooperation and joint effort by Past, current and future 
Captains Commanding as the restoration of the new Faneuil Hall Armory. 

Beginning with the late Colonel Walter T. Anzoni PC the preservation 
and modernization of our historic home involved Past Captains Ray, 
Loughman, Koughan, Tierney, DeMatteo, Milano and the Captain of this 
Record, Major Arthur E, Nashawaty. Captain Nashawaty then involved future 
Captains Graunas, Sacco and Caggiano. 

Working closely with the City of Boston and The National Park Service, 
the various restoration committees cooperated in the stacks of designs, plans 
and timetables that would result in today’s handsome modern Armory. The 
budget allocations ran into the millions of dollars.After Federal appropria- 
tions and constant committee meetings the next immediate problem to be 
solved was a temporary location for the Company during restoration. Cap- 
tain Jay McBride, Commanding Officer, US Coast Guard Support Center on 
Commercial Street provided the answer. The Company's pleasantsojourn to 
this location began in June of 1990. The accommodations there were 
renovated by Major Construction Company, SGT Fred Massaro, President. 

The move out of Faneuil Hall involved inventory indexing and historic 
value appraising for the hundreds of military treasures, artifacts, and memo- 
rabilia, Under the direction of Curator John F. McCauley the massive task was 
done primarily due to the hundreds of hours contributed by the Military 
Museum & Library Committee. These men, who deserve high commenda- 
tion, were LT A] Brox, Chairman; CPT Herb Caldwell; LT Martin Henry; LT 
Paul Buckley, and LT Paul Mignosa. 

Concurrent with this admirable effort were numerous meetings with the 
architect and general contractor involving designs and new construction; 
security systems, disabled access, elevators, sound systems, new commissary 
and many other areas of restoration and improvement. 

Since the new multi-year task involved several administrations, Captain 
Nashawaty re-named the planning group: The Armory Design Interface 
Committee with the currentand future Captains Com manding naming their 
representatives. New challenges arose: space re-design, wiring require- 
ments, furniture refurbishing and purchase. Close rapport continued with 
the Park Service, the City and the Project Architect. 
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The new committee held three meetings in February, April, and May. 
Their deliberations and decisions were, as completed, presented to the 
Standing Committee and voted on by the membership. Participating in these 
meetings were Architect Ralph Tolbert, John Burchill,m Superintendent, 
Boston National Parks, and Boston Real Property Commissioner Frank Jones. 
The committee thanks these men wholeheartedly as well as Congressman

Traditionally, at the Captain's last meeting, the Chief of Staff highlights 
the Company’s activities of that year. 

Shortly after Major Nashawaty’s commission as Captain on June Day, he 
and the Fall Field Day Committee left for Egypt to finalize the details of the 
Fall Trip that Arthur had diligently planned during his four trips to Egyptat 
this own expense. Unfortunately, the Persian Gulf crisis precluded travelling 
to Egypt. 

Undaunted, Major Nashawaty, on short notice, arrangeda substitute tip 
to Monaco, Southern France, and Amsterdam. The trip was enjoyed by all 
who participated - and proceeded without incident. 

In Monaco, Prince Albert received the entire Company in the Honor 
Courtyard of the Grimaldi Palace; no other military company had ever before 
been so received.

FROM: Trustees of the Permanent Fund 


It has become increasingly apparent that many of our members, particu- 
larly our younger comrades, know little about the Permanent Fund and its 
functions. The purpose of this memorandum is to remedy this state of affairs. 

The Permanent Fund was established nearly one hundred years ago ata 
time when the Company was very nearly insolvent. Its mission was - and is- 
to safeguard the fiscal stability of the Company, and to subsidize the member- 
ship assessments. Indeed, without the income from the Permanent Fund, 
our annual dues assessment would be close to $100 higher. 

The corpus of the Fund is comprised of accumulated initiation fees, 


voluntary gifts and bequests, and appreciation of the market value of our 
investments. 


Obviously, when the Fund is invaded for other purposes, such as moving 
expenses for the Faneuil Hall Restoration, or to settle a lawsuit, as has 
happened in recent years, our capital decreases - as does our income - with 
resulting increases in our dues. We suggest that you bear this in mind 
whenever future proposals are made to draw on the Fund for purposes far 
removed from our primary mission. 

Finally, duc to the devotion and skills of our Trustees over the years, the 
Fund has achieve a net worth in excess of $1,250,000... Managing the Fund 
requires a voluminous flow of correspondence, and accounting and associ- 
ated Paperwork wholly apart from the professional investment judgments 
which must be made on a regular basis. 

We have devoted much time and effort to this problem, and it is our 
considered judgment that a fund of this size can no longer be prudently left 
entirely to part-time trustees, no matter how diligent. We propose, therefore, 
toretain awell qualified financial manger to handle the day-to-day operations

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ANNUAL REPORT 
MILITARY MUSEUM & LIBRARY COMMITTEE 
1990-1991

This Committee began its year by completing the final phase of the 
inventory of the Museum and Library and packing the materials that were to 
be moved from Faneuil Hall. Having completed the removal of the contents 
from the attic on 2 September 1989, the Committee concentrated its efforts 
on the Museum items. 

The first load was removed on 25 July 1990 to a computerized climate 
controlled security room at Harmonium Moving & Storage, Inc., 57 Maga- 
zine Street, Boston. The final move of Museum materials was 6 September, 
the day before the Park Rangers left Faneuil Hall and the building was closed 
to the public. 

The final move of all other materials was 28 September and 2 October 
1990. Items were moved and stored at the Hoosac Warehouse in Charlestown, 
compliments of the Park Service. Other furniture and office equipmentwere 
brought to the Coast Guard Base at 427 Commercial Street. The Restoration 
Committee had prepared a suite of offices for the Ancients at this address. 

Before the Museum property was removed, an appraisal was made by 
Christopher Snow Associates of Newburyport. The total value of the Museum 
and Library collections is $1,031,497. The Chinese bowl, valued at $75,000, 
was loaned to the Museum of Fine Arts for the duration of our stay out of 
Faneuil Hall. It is now on display in the main corridor of the American 
Collections. 

The inventory and appraisal shows that the Company has: 

1781 museum artifacts 

2024 volumes of books 

2000 unframed photographs 

450 framed photographs 

95 swords 

49 flags 

60 muskets, pistols, cannons, etc. 

A large collection of manuscripts, medals, and memorabilia. 

All have been recorded, wrapped and stored in acid-free boxes. 

Because of the cost factor, the safes and refrigerator were left at Faneuil 
Hall with the arrangement that the moving company will shift them within 
the Armory at the proper time. 
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By 3 October, the Armory and all of the rooms used by the Company were 
swept and cleaned by the Curator. The Company had fulfilled its obligation 
of moving from the building and the work of restoration had begun. 

The cost of moving was about $70,000. A Federal program of tenant re- 
location was announced by the Park Service. The MM&L Committee 
instructed the Curator to investigate and submit the proper forms for 
reimbursement. We have requested $72,224.73. 

The work of moving back to The Hall has consumed the time of the 
Committee for the rest of the year. Bids have been received for the 
restoration of furniture, silver, museum articles and the security and PA 
systems. In addition, the Committee has asked the Curator to make weekly 
visits to the Hall and report on the progress of the restoration. 

As required by regulations, the Century Box was viewed by Licutenants 
Paul Buckley and Paul Mignosa. It is safe and sound in the State Archives 
Building.

REPORT OF THE MEMBERSHIP COMMITTEE FOR 1990-1991 


The Membership Committee held one organizational meeting and 
en interviewing meetings during this administration. 

Twenty-one candidates and their sponsors were interviewed and all of 
these were favorably recommended by the Committee. All were subsequently 
elected to membership by the body of the Company.

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Among the candidates for membership was the Governor of Massachu- 
setts, His Excellency William F. Weld. Since the Governor of the Common- 
wealth is per se our Commander-in-Chief and an honorary member, this is 
the first time in the history of the Ancients that a Governor has become a 
regular active member. 

There are three significant facts about our Company’s membership that 
I would like to comment on: 

1. The status of our membership total. 
2. The military experience of our candidates. 
3. Their ages. 

The regular membership total is now considerably less than the autho- 
rized number of 550 members. An increasing number of men are moving 
into Life Membership and should we not recruit more active members to 
bring the total to maximum, a dues increase may be forecast. All members 
should actively participate in recruiting new members. 

Last year seventy percent of the active members had some military 
experience and during this administration the number dropped to sixty-two 
percent with military background. This emphasizes the continued need for 
our training program. 

The average age of the applicants seen by this Committee was forty-eight 
years of age; with the youngest at age thirty-three and the oldest at age sixty- 
six. This is an encouraging factor but it still emphasizes the need for new 
young blood in our Grand Old Company. 

The Membership Committee reviewed thirteen candidates for Right of 
Descent membership and all of these candidates were elected to member- 
ship. 

I should like to salute our Right of Descent Researcher Captain George 
Street, USN Retired, Congressional Medal of Honor recipient. 

I should also like to thank my Vice Chairman LT Gerard McCarthy; our 
super-efficient Secretary LTC Richard Bird and the Sergeant At Arms COL

STANDING COMMITTEE 


Minutes of 6 May 1991 Meeting 


1. The meeting was held at the Coast Guard Support Center and was called 
to order at 1700 hours by Captain Arthur E, Nashawaty. 

Those in attendance were Messrs. Nashawaty, Sacco, McNulty, Danner, 
King, Sidoti, Lyons, Freeman, Brox and Riley. Mr Chapman was absent. 


2. The minutes of the meeting of 16 April 1991 were approved as submitted. 


3. Unpublished Annual Records were discussed. it was felt that this item 
should be passed to the next Standing Committee with the recommendation 
that the policy of fiscal responsibility be continued, specifically referring to 
the Finance Committee’s establishment of a budget of $5,000 each for the 
Montilio and Tonry records. 

It was further recommended that each Captain's budget for his Annual 
Record be the amount appropriated in his year, without the addition of any 
interest. 

It was noted that three books were published during the current year, 
those of Captains Marr, Ray, and Koughan. 


4. It was recommended that any needed revisions to the recently voted 
procedure for the induction of new members be left to the new Standing 
Committee, and coordinated with the plans of the Training Officer. 

It was further recommended that additional discussion should be held 
on the definition of the actual membership date of a new member, i.e. 
whether itis the date of election, or the date of swearing in. The Rules and 
Regulations need to be clarified. 


5. It was voted that the new format proposed by Curator McCauley for his 
monthly report be accepted, with the provision that this does not authorize 
any changes in duties. 

The distribution of the Curator’s report was modified to include only the 
Officers, the Personnel Adjutant, the Paymaster, and the Chairman of the 
Finance Committee, 

It was voted to instruct the Executive Secretary and the Curator to 
establish a system of notifying the Personnel Adjutant of all membership 
changes of address on a regular monthly basis. 
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6. Work on the identification of non-resident members continues, with the 
Executive Secretary writing to those in question. The Personnel Adjutant was 
instructed to insure the completion of this project. 

Further discussions are needed to confirma policy thatnon-residents are 
not on the mailing list except for the June Day announcement, and to 
determine whether any action is required with respect to those with a non- 
resident domicile who spend a substantial number of months in Boston. 

Itwas recommended thata change be made to the Rules and Regulations 
to confirm that years of non-residency do not count towards the twenty years 
required for life membership. 


7. Governor William F. Weld has made application for regular membership, 
and the Standing Committee reviewed the procedure for changing his 
membership from “honorary, ex officio” to “regular”, or adding “regular to 
“honorary, ex officio”. It was agreed that insofar as possible, the regular 
election procedures should be followed. It was voted that if the Governor’s 
schedule does not permit, the interview before the Membership Committee 
be waived. Also, because of the confusion and lack of precedent as to the 
proper uniform for one who is both the “Commander-in-Chief” and a 
“regular member” it was voted to waive the uniform requirement. (Itwas the 
consensus of the Committee that the blazer would be the most suitable 


uniform for the Governor if he wishes to parade, unless, of course, he wishes 
a parade uniform.) 


8. Acting under the necessity to have the Company’s Rules and Regulations 
in conformity with existing statutes and government policy, it was voted that 
the second word be removed from paragraphs 101a and 106b. 


9. The Committee discussed the desirability, for the sake of continuity, of 
having the outgoing First and Second Lieutenants invited, as guests, to 
Standing Committee meetings.

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THE JUNE DAY SERMON 
Saint Paul’s Cathedral 
3 June 1991 
Delivered by Chaplain (Brigadier General) Robert M. Durkee 


Last year, our theme for this June Day Memorial Service was the symbol 
ofa wall. Walls are built by men, either, as Robert Frost wrote “to make good 
neighbors”, or as history has shown, to defend against other tribes and 
nations. From the Great Wall of China to the rustic stone walls here in New 
England, the symbolis the same. But the poetadded, “something there is that 
doesn’ tlike a wall”. It was, therefore, a profound new idea when the Apostle 
Paul wrote that the new life experienced in the Risen Lord had “broken down 
the dividing wall of hostility”. (Ephesians 2:14) 

Perhaps the greatest celebration that ever marked the tearing down ofa 
man-made wall took place in Berlin. Those who meteach other between East 
and West danced and pranced through the night. The rest of us watched our 
screens athome. We were transfixed as we saw individuals chipping against 
the huge concrete buttresses with hammers, and toasting with champagne. 
After almost halfa century of Cold War, both parts ofa broken world reached 
Out to each other. As you remember, there were endless handshakes and 
hugs. Rifle muzzles were stuffed with wild flowers. Long faded dreams of 
peace were rekindled. And the word “disarmament” took on anew meaning. 

But the Pax Romana was again was again short-lived. On another part of 
the globe, a middle eastern nation seized asmall but oil-rich emirate. And 
another wall was drawn. This time NOT IN STONE, BUT IN THE SAND! 

Tt was not to be a repeat of Lawrence of Arabia. There would be no 
legions of camels in confrontation. Rather, there in the desert, itwas Hi Tech 
War come of age. 


The boundary line for combat was more than a line drawn in the sand. 
It was established by negotiations in the United Nations. It involved our 
country and others in a coalition, not the least of which was the Soviet Union. 

We were surprised by the onesidedness of the one hundred day air war. 
We were shocked by the brevity of the one hundred hour ground offensive. 
Although 2,350 American died in the Persian Gulf, only 131 died in combat. 
; Thatledtoa national sense of euphoria. More sobering were the casualty 
figures in Iraq. General Schwartzkof estimated that loss to be 100,000 
persons. And we cannot ignore the suffering and death of the Shiite refugees 


in the South and the Kurds in the North, and particularly the plight of their 
children. 
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Whether the walls over which we fight and die are in stone, sand or lanes in 
the sea, the tragic consequences are the same. From Alexander the Great to 
Napoleon, from Hitler to Hussein, the body count of men, women and 
children are the consequences of war. The human condition are best 
described in three words given by Winston Churchill, “blood, sweat and 
tears”. 

That was highly dramatized for us this past year in the Public Broadcast- 
ing series on the Civil war. produced by Ken Burns. These several generations 
later, it still staggers the mind that our young and growing nation could 
become so bitterly divided. The issue of slavery was critical but it was not the 
only factor. There were clashes between the industrial northern states and 
the agrarian south. 

Butwe don’ tsee the true face of the Civil War by looking at the issues. Nor 
can we comprehend itin the three-quarters ofa million men who died on the 
field of battle. 

Rather, it can only be seen up close, as two brothers, one wearing the 

Yankee blue and the other, the Rebel gray, face each other eye to eye, rifle to 
rifle. Or we have to read the diary ofa young soldier of Chancellorville, “Iam 
going to die today”. In that battle the Union Army lost 17,000 men, the 
Confederates lost 12,500. The young soldier was one of them. 

The Civil War was the turning point in uniting the states of our counuy.- 
But the cost in human life and suffering was enormous. 

So, what do we say about these endless conflicts? What do we say about 
the wars that have taken place throughout history and still plague us today? 
What does the Bible say about war? In the Gospel of Matthew, it is written, 
“You will hear of wars and rumors of wars. Such things are bound to happen. 
Nation will rise against nation”. If what St. Paul wrote is true, that Christ “has 
broken down the wall of hostility”, why are we still an armed global camp? 

Karl Marx promised that peace would come when the class struggle was 
past. That has not happened. We now see Socialism as a failure. Ask any 
citizen of the Eastern Bloc. The moral evolution that was proposed at the 
beginning of this century stated that with each passing day we are “getting 
better and better”. That myth has been shattered by terrible devastauons 
throughout this twentieth century. 

The answer to the question “why war?” was best answered recently by a 
wise and senior statesman on the program, Face The Nation. When asked by 
Sam Donaldson, “Why can’t we go beyond war?” the statesman answered, 
“Because man is a sinner!”. His words caught the panel off guard. 

But the answer came right from the Bible. Indeed, the statesman proved 
to be a better theologian than many churchman today. 

What does the Scripture say about war? 
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Jesus answered the question so clearly that even children could under- 
stand his teaching. Children today might not understand as they fight the 
wars of Nintendo games between the good guys and the bad guys. Or 
politicians might not understand, as they describe the balance of power 
between good nations and evil empires. 

The simple words of Jesus were the most powerful imagery that the world 
had ever known. He spoke of a war between the Prince of Light and the 
Prince of Darkness. The Old and New Testaments are filled with references 
to the Powers of Light and the Powers of Darkness. 

Every man, the Bible says, walks in the darkness. And the darkness of evil 
wears many faces - greed, lust, hatred and even murder. But God has given 
the supreme gift of Light. And the Light that shines in the darkness 
enlightens the hearts and minds of every man. It enables him to forgive, to 
do good deeds, and even to love others. 

Warfare, according to the Scripture, isnotina final and ultimate conflict 
between brothers, or tribes, or nations. Rather, it is between the Power of 
Light and the Power of Darkness. 

In the darkness of night, man can create a holocaust. In the brightness 
ofday, man can builda hospital. il hasno remorse in the starvation of many 
children, Righteousness reaches out to a single baby born of crack cocaine. 
The Power of Darkness demands retaliation. The Power of Light calls for 
forgiveness. 

The statesman in “Face The Nation” summed it all up. “All men are 
sinners”. But in the midst of darkness and death, God came to claim His 
creation, As the prophet, Isaiah said, “the people who walked in darkness 
have seen a great light”. 

; For those who walk in the Light, a new day has dawned. St Paul, once 
filled with murderous hate, witnessed the Light on the Road to Damascus, 
and the wall of hostility in his heart was broken down. 

Ttis true that walls do make good neighbors. Butsomething there is that 
doesn'tlikea wall, something there isthat wants to strike the hammer against 
the stones that separate us. But thanks be to God that the people that walked 


in darkness have seen a great light. And that Light is the hope for all the 
world, . : 


The words in the Prologue of Saint John's Gospel say it best: 
The Light shines on in the darkness 
A darkness that has not overcome it”

ADJUTANT MOORE: 


Ladies and gentlemen, would you raise your glass to the FIRST REGU- 
LAR TOAST the evening. Called to lead these United States through the 
crisis of our times, cultural, racial, economical, educational, environmental, 
and international, George Herbert Walker Bush, President of the United 
States of America. (Cries of “Hear! Hear!”). 
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Ladies and gentlemen, would you join me in the SECOND REGULAR 
TOAST of the evening. 

For her long and tireless service to our worldwide family of nations, for 
her example of unselfish devotion and duty for her care for her people and 
for her concern for them all at all times and in all places, Her Britannic 
Majesty, Queen Elizabeth II. (Cries of “Hear! Hear!”). 


CAPTAIN NASHAWATY: 


Gentlemen, please be seated. 
Responding to the toast to the Queen of England will be Deputy Consul 
General of Great Britain, the Honourable Allen White. 


DEPUTY CONSUL GENERAL WHITE: 


Captain Commanding, distinguished guests, gendemen all: It is an 
honorand agreat privilege to be invited to respond to the toast to Her Majesty 
the Queen on this the 353rd Anniversary of the Ancient and Honorable 
Artillery Company. As I reflected on what I may say to you this evening, my 
mind turned back over the past year, and it occurred to me that it had been 
botha Stirring anda testing year for the Anglo-American relationship. Four 
events in particular linger in the memory. The visit of HMS Ark Royal, or as 
one of your members so delightfully renamed her, the Royal Ark, the 
departure of Mrs. Thatcher, the Gulf War, and the recent visit of Her Majesty 
the Queen. A visit to Boston by HMS Ark Royal provided the opportunity for 
the Consulate General and the Ancientand Honorable Artillery Company to 
work together to help make the visit the success it undoubtedly was, and to 
jointly offer hospitality to Captain, now Rear Admiral, Brigstock and his 
Officers. Those of us present here this evening who were fortunate to attend 
the honorable and memorable reception aboard the Ark cannot have failed 
to observe the quiet competence and goodwill as the youthful crew went 
about their duties, Little did we know then that only a few months later many 
of them would be fighting alongside their American counterparts in the Gulf 
War. The unceremonious unseating of Margaret Thatcher as Prime Minister 
came asa shock to us all. Some on both sides of the Auantic were concerned 
at what this might do to the relationship. Always a vigorous supporter of 
America and its special relationship, Margaret Thatcher told a Conservative 
Party meeting shortly before her resignation “We are part of the Free World, 
we must act with the Free World”. And that means, first and foremost, that 
we should work with our great ally across the Atlantic, the United States. I 
believe profoundly that the alliance between Europe and the United States 
is vital to the defense of the free world. Her words were soon put to the test. 
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Britain, I am glad to say, was not to be found wanting. (Applause). Working 
together in the Gulf, our forces forged new relationships of comradeship, 
mutual trust and respect, and demonstrated in a most professional way, their 
commitment to the principle that naked aggression should not prevail. 
Twice before in the century, in 1917 and 1941, Britain had to call on the New 
World to redress the balance in the Old. It will be fifty years on Wednesday, 
the 5th of June, since the United States joined Britain in the Second World 
War. Iam glad to say that the Anglo-American relationship is as strong today 
as it was then, and this is as it should be. We share a common heritage, we 
speak a common language, we acknowledge a common law, and a common 
respect for the rights of the individual. But, above all, we cherish a common 
commitment to liberty. But, like all good marriages, the relationship has to 
be worked outand nurtured; it should not be taken for granted. That is why 
we cherish our links with the Ancient and Honorable Artillery Company and 
the opportunities that arise from time to time for us to do things 
together. The fourth event, which I would like to touch on, briefly, is the 
recent visit to Washington by Her Majesty, Queen Elizabeth II. Iam not quite 
sure why itis that you Americans seem so obsessed with our Queen. Perhaps 
itis because you don’t have one of your own. But the visit has given me the 
opportunity and much pleasure to be able to answer countless questions 
about my country and the monarchy. The more we learn about each other, 
the easier it is to sustain the links between our two countries. The British 
people are also aware and pleased at the great honor bestowed upon Her 
Majesty when she was invited to address a Joint Session of the United States 
Congress. I trust also that Her Majesty's bestowal of knighthood on GEN 
Normal Schwartzkopf gave the people of America as much pleasure as it 
clearly did her. Without his outstanding leadership and the courage and 
prowess of the Armed Forces of the United States, the Gulf War might still be 
going on. Finally, I would like to congratulate Arthur Nashawaty for a most 
successful year in office, and to wish LTC Graunas every success for his 
command in the future. Thank you. (Applause). 


CAPTAIN NASHAWATY: 


Allan, Iam sure you are aware that the 353rd Fall Field Day Tour of Duty 
was originally to be Egypt. That was cancelled and we will discuss later why 
itwas cancelled, but we have a small memento from Egypt that we would like 
you to accept, in friendship, from the Ancient and Honorable Artillery 
Company. (Applause) 
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ADJUTANT MOORE: 


Please rise for the THIRD REGULAR TOAST of the evening. 

Upon the seal of this great Commonwealth is inscribed “By the sword we 
seek peace, but peace only under the Liberty”. The Commonwealth of 
Massachusetts. (Cries of Hear! Hear!). 


CAPTAIN NASHAWATY: 


Please be seated gentlemen. 
Responding to the Commonwealth of Massachusetts will be Commis- 
sioner James Roche of the Public Safety Division. 


COMMISSIONER ROCHE: 


On behalf of William F. Weld, Governor of the Commonwealth of 
Massachusetts, and on the occasion of the Ancient and Honorable Artillery 
Company’s 353rd Anniversary, congratulations and good luck in the future 
on another successful march. Thank you. (Applause). 


CAPTAIN NASHAWATY: 


Commissioner Roche, we would like to give you this Egyptian box as a 
memento from the Ancient and Honorable Artillery Company. 


ADJUTANT MOORE: 


Please rise for the FOURTH REGULAR TOAST of the evening. Today 
we marched in a city where symbols of freedom 
were to our left and our right - Faneuil Hall, the site of the Boston Massacre, 
Old State House, Kings’ Chapel, Old Granary Burying Ground, Park Street 
Church, Boston Common, the State House. Let this freedom ring. Ladies 
and gentlemen, the City of Boston. (Cries of “Hear! Hear!”). 


CAPTAIN NASHAWATY: 


Please be seated, 

Responding to this toast will be a friend of every citizen of the City of 
Boston, a man who is serving an unprecedented seventh term as President of 
the Boston City Council, the Honorable Christopher Iannella. (Applause). 
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COUNCILOR IANELLA: 


I would like to say thatyou invited me here tonight to respond to the toast 
for the City of Boston and I consider ita great privilege to be here and I want 
to thank Captain Nashawaty. I want you to know that I spent days and weeks 
and months preparing this speech, but I am notsure that I should deliver it. 
But seriously let me say this, I consider it a great privilege to respond to the 
toast of the Ancientand Honorable Artillery Company of Massachusetts, the 
oldest military company in the United States, whose members have fought in 
every war, right through to the Persian Gulf War, and that is a great tribute 
to all ofyou. On behalf of the City of Boston, I salute you for your dedication 
to duty and to love of God and county., You know, Boston is truly one of the 
great cities of the world. When you men travel all over the world and people 
ask where you are from you don’t tell them you're from Dover, or Wellesley, 
you say you are from Boston. Because Boston is one of the greatinternational 
cities of the world. As the President of the Boston City Council, we are proud 
to have you representing the City of Boston when you travel all over the world 
because we are proud of your record. Ata Memorial Day exercise held in 
Boston last week I heard BGEN Richard Neal say that this was a great time to 
bean American, that we have come through our country’s latest engagement 
with glory. And yet, I would ask you, look at how lucky we are to be living in 
this decade. We have seen the dismantling of the Berlin Wall, the fall of 
communism in many areas of the world; and yet, my friends, I want you to 
listen to this: Can we afford to be contentand complacent when you consider 
that before the turn of this cen tury, over forty million people will be infected 
with AIDS, that drugs and violence are rampant, that promiscuity and the 
breakdown of the American Family is the curse of the day. As I stand before 
you Iam reminded of the admonition of Edmund Burke. Born in Ireland, 
policeman, orator, anda member of the English Parliament, who stated, “All 
that is necessary for the triumph of evil is for good men to do nothing”. Tam 
going toofferyoua challenge here tonight. Dante, one of the greatepic poets 
of all times - wrote “There is a special place in Hell for those who, in times 
of moral crisis, take a neutral stand”. And I would ask you, is there a moral 
breakdown today in America? You make that decision. Your Company for 353 
years has seta great, proud and glorious tradition. Six of your members have 
received the highest military decoration, the Medal of Honor. Four of your 
members have served in the world’s most important office, as Presidents of 
the United States. I would respectfully ask that you continue that proud 
tradition of achievement and of citizenship. Gentlemen, thank you very 
much for your attention. (Applause 
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CAPTAIN NASHAWATY: 


Mr. President, indeed we do travel the world on our Fall Field Day Tours. 
I am honored to present to you in the name of the Ancients a gift from 
Egypt,the country we were to visiton our Tour. We hope you will enjoy itand 
we wish you success in your upcoming election. (Applause). 

Before we call for our Fifth Regular Toast I would like to acknowledge the 
presence of my brother Fred, his son Richard, and my brother-in-law, William 
Cardillo. (Applause). I would also like to acknowledge that we have with us 
this evening the Project Architect of Faneuil Hall, Ralph Tolbert. (Ap- 
plause). Alsoa very dear friend anda great Ancient who works so hard for 
us, and is responsible for obtaining our guest speaker, LTC Jim Rooney. 
(Applause). We also have with us this evening BGEN John Carlson, Assistant 
Adjutant General of the Commonwealth of Massachusetts. (Applause). 
BGEN Charles Perenek , Commander of the Massachusetts National Guard. 
(Applause). A member of our Company and a good friend, the Honorable 
Peter Senopoulos, Commissioner of American Batuleground. Peter has been 
a great friend and was a great help on the FFDTD last year to Draguignan, 
Nice, and Monaco. (Applause). Dr. Peter Ferrino has brought his brother, 
Judge Joseph Ferrino, - we are delighted to have you with us this evening. 
(Applause). COL George Blaisdell, Commandant of the Massachusetts 
Military Academy. (Applause). BGEN John Haack, Commander of the 
Massachusetts Air National Guard, the 102nd Fighting Interceptor Wing. 
(Applause). My Sergeants 1990-1991 had a great barbecue on the grounds of 
Camp Edwards, and even in the rain this fine man made the day so very 
pleasant for us and we thank him for that. Commissioner of the Massachu- 
setts Department of Corrections, Thomas Ripone. (Applause.) Registrar of 
Motor Vehicles Jerry Nazzo. (Applause.) David Balfour, Superintendent of 
the Massachusetts State Buildings, who had done so much for the Ancients. 
Dan Dailey, Secretary of Economic Affairs of the Commonwealth of Massa- 
chusetts. (Applause.) Also with us tonightisa rising star in our organization, 
State Senator Richard Tisei. (Applause.) Joining usin our march today and 
a5 our guests this evening are twenty-six men from the Lord Nelson Ensign 
Club from Montreal, Canada. (Applause.) And we are indeed proud, 
gentlemen, to hoist the flag of Canada along with our flags on 
our Head Table. (Renewed applause.) If I have left out any name, I will 
apologize now. It was not by intention. Thank you very much. 


ADJUTANT MOORE: 


Ladies and gentlemen, would you please rise for the FIFTH REGULAR 
TOAST of the evening. 
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They were there where others might have feared to go. They went where 
others might not have been. They were examples of the right stuff. Tonight, 
in this building, in this city, in this state, in this nation, orstill there in the sand, 
we salute the Armed Forces of the United States, Desert Shield, and Desert 
Storm. (Cries of “Hear! Hear!”.) 


CAPTAIN NASHAWATY: 


Gentlemen, responding this toast is the Adjutant General of Massachu- 
setts, Major General Wayne F. Wagner. (Applause.) 


MGEN WAGNER: 


Gentlemen, what a pleasure to be here to respond to the toast to the 
Armed Forces of the United States on this great occasion, after we have just 
finished winning the third war in the last two years. It is a great time, it is a 
great day to be an American, and itis a great day to be in the Commonwealth 
of Massachusetts. I would like at this time, if I could, to ask any person in the 
audience -I know there a couple here -who participated in Operation Desert 
Storm. Major John Welch, if you are here, would you please stand? (Ap- 
plause.) Are there any other members who participated in Operation Desert 
Storm who are here? Would they please stand? (Applause.) yes. I see our 
erstwhile Chaplain over there; David (LTC David P. Mahn). Thank you. Let. 
meask some people thatI knoware here, some of our Medal of honor winners 
from previous wars, SGT Charles MacGillvary, CPT George Street, and CPT 
Thomas Hudner - would you please stand for a round of applause? (Ap- 
plause.) And finally, I know we have at least one World War I veteran here, 
a member of the First Corps Cadets and a great American, Mr. Julius Fedel; 
would you please stand? Let’s give him a round of applause. (Applause-) I 
want to be standing here at ninety-five too. And then, finally, another group 
that I want to acknowledge - I think we ought to show our appreciation 
because they are the future of our great military in this county, and that 1s 
the cadets of the Massachusetts Military Academy, who are here tonight to 
join in this celebration. Members of the Massachusetts Military Academy, 
would you please stand? (Applause.) You know, this has been a great ume 
for America. As I said, we have won three wars in the last two years. We have 
won Operation Just Cause in Panama. We won the Cold War, and now we 
have won Operation Desert Storm. We won Operation Desert Storm ina 
spectacular fashion, going up against the fourth largest army in the world 
with our army, our armed forces that we mobilized over there in a short five 
month period, and in which we won in less than one hundred hours. Itisa 
tribute not only to our technology, but also to our tremendous young men 
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and women, our fighting people of the United States military. And it is my 
pleasure to be able to acknowledge and salute the Armed Forces of the 
United States. We have proved that the total force policy works. The total 
force policy says that the military of the United States is made up of the active 
components, the National Guard, and the Army and Air Force Reserve. We 
have proved that it works, we have shown that it works; we have shown that 
we have the ability within this counuy to do as awe have done here in 
Massachusetts for the past three hundred and fifty-five years, that the Militia, 
the citizen soldier, can augment the regular and we can protect our nation. 
We will continue to do that with the help of those of you here and the great 
support that you have shown for our military; we will continue to do itin the 
upcoming future. Gentlemen, I salute you for the support that you give the 
military and I salute the military for the support that they have given the 
country. Thank you. (Applause.) 


CAPTAIN NASHAWATY: 


Before we proceed any further, we wish to acknowledge the Minority 
Leader of the House of Representatives, the Honorable Peter Forman, 
brother of our fellow Ancient, Chad Forman. (Applause.) 

Also here as a guest of BGEN Robert Marr, a Past Commander who took 
the Company to Moscow in 1974, is Sam Jankovich, Chief Executive Officer 
of the New England Patriots. , 

Gentlemen, we are glad you are both with us this evening. (Applause.) 


ADJUTANT MOORE: 


Gentlemen, please rise for the SIXTH REGULAR TOAST of the evening. 

Haven of calm, land of the sun, and garden of happiness, like a white 
Seagull she flies between the sea and the s y, playing with the murmur of 
seafoam and champagne bubbles, with an infectious feminine gaicty, wear- 
ng pink and blue flowers at her breast, she runs barefoot over the bitter, 
virile-smelling rosemary, lemon, and the sea. The Principality of Monaco, 
(Cries of “Hear! Hear!".) 


CAPTAIN NASHAWATY: 


Gentlemen, please be seated. 
As you all know, Monaco was the first stop on our 353rd Fall Field Day 
Tour of Duty last October. Responding to the toast is COL, Edward Zullo. 
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COLONEL ZULLO: 


Gentlemen, | am indeed honored and privileged to respond to this toast, 
and to show you how privileged I am, I will be very, very brief. 

We raise our glasses to the Diamond of the Riviera, the home of Prince 
Albert and our beloved Princess Grace. Hear! Hear! (Applause.) 


ADJUTANT MOORE: 


Ladies and gentlemen, please rise for the SEVENTH REGULAR TOAST. 

On the dazzling French Riviera glistens a jewel of a resort town, known 
worldwide for its ribbon of white sand beaches, its bustling promenade, and 
the International Film Festival that bears its name, a city gleaming white in the 
face of the deep blue Mediterranean, the City of Cannes. (Cries of “Hear! 
Hear!”.) 


CAPTAIN NASHAWATY: 


Cannes was headquarters for the 353rd Fall Field Day Tour of Duty and 
responding to this toast will be the Sergeants 1990-1991. 


FIRST SERGEANT PAUL MAHONEY: 


Thank you Captain. Gentlemen, in response to the toast to Cannes - as 
you know our original trip to the Middle East had to be cancelled. We went 
to Cannes on short notice, and your sergeants, I think, followed Caesar's rule 
“Veni, vidi, vici” - “I saw, I came, I conquered”. At the hotel in Cannes, I went 
to the casino, but because I wasn't wearing a jacket, I wasn’t able to go in so 
I went down to the bar and paid sixteen dollars for a beer. It was a good buy 
because not only was I able to admire the beautiful carved woodwork in the 
bar, but I began to understand the French people better than on my three 
trips to Paris. This is what the Ancients are really about - intermingling with 
other people and getting to know them - I found them very friendly in 
Southern France. I felt we were there to commemorate the liberation of 
Southern France and that we as Sergeants had important duties. We went to 
a cemetery, Draguignan, where fifty-four soldiers from Massachusetts are 
buried, and placed a flag at each of their graves. When I saw a couple of my 
Sergeants come up with tears in their eyes I realized what this is all about. I 
realized it again today in a litde church on Tremont Street when Father 
Durkee gave his sermon and his ode, and so few of you were there to hear it. 
You missed it and to me it was the greatest thing that happened today. We go 
on these trips as ambassadors of our country and people welcome us. I have 
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seen itin Korea, in France this year, and in many, many other countries. I saw 
it with Prince Albert in Monaco and when we laid a wreath at the Monaco 
cemetery, at Nice where we laid a wreath ata monumentcutinto stone for the 
thousands of partisans killed by the Nazis. (I had the same experience when 
Ivisited Gettysburg. I went to Gettysburg thinking I would spend three or four 
hours there. I spent three days going over the battlefield trying to understand 
what happened and the futility of the whole situation.) I wish you all could 
have joined us for the reception at Cannes City Hall 

that the French military gave for us, and the way the French worked with our 
forcesin Desert Storm. I already had a great perception of the English when 
I went to London, I have a great perception of the French and our NATO 
allies, and I have a greater perception of this group behind me, the Sergeants, 
and the group in frontofme, the Ancients, and I thank the Captain for letting 
us do this. Thank you and farewell. (Applause.) 


CAPTAIN NASHAWATY: 


I don’t like being repetitious but there are some things that demand 
repeating - like acknowledging the dedication and total commitment of the 
fantastic individuals who have just left the Head Table, Sergeants 1990-1991. 
God Bless you all. (Renewed applause.) 


ADJUTANT MOORE: 


Ladies and gentlemen, please rise for the EIGHTH REGULAR pera 

Chartered in 1537, the oldest regiment in the British Army, and the 
Senior Unit of the Territorial Army, the Honourable Artillery Company of 
London. (Cries of “Hear! Hear!”.) 


CAPTAIN NASHAWATY: 


Please be seated gentlemen. 
Responding to this toast is Captain Duffey, a member of the Honourable 


Artillery Company of London who now resides in a beautiful area of Western 
Connecticut. 


CAPTAIN DUFFEY: 


Itisa great pleasure and privilege to be here tonight. Fortunately, unlike 
alotof people atthe table here, lam appointed, not elected; so 1 do not have 
to be nice to anybody. As ever, I bring greetings from the Honourable 
Artillery Company and General Sir Richard Trant, to the members of the 
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Ancientand Honorable Artillery Company and to the Captain Commanding, 
Captain Nashawaty. We also welcome the new Captain Commanding, 
Captain Commanding Graunas. I heard earlier Councilor Iannella say there 
is a special place in hell for those who do nothing in time of crisis. I think we 
can fairly claim that, in the time of the recentunpleasantness thatyour friends 
in England did the decent think and did stand shoulder to shoulder with you 
as ever. (Applause.) On that note, we buy a lot of our military equipment 
from the United States. The 40th Field Regiment, Royal Artillery, went to Iraq 
with 24 M-109s which we had purchased from the United States. I am very 
happy to tell you that they returned to England with 30 M-109s, courtesy of the 
Iraqi army. (Applause.) Tonight we are in the rare position of having a 
quorum of the members of the Honourable Artillery Company, albeit a very 
small quorum. I would like the members of the Honourable Artillery 
Company to rise. They are over there. (Prolonged applause.) Regimental 
Fire for the Ancient and Honorable Artillery Company. Ready. Present. 
(Regimental Fire was thereupon presented.) Thank you. (Applause.) 


CAPTAIN NASHAWATY: 


It is always a pleasure to have you here with us and we would like to 
present you with this mosaic box from the beautiful country of Egypt. We 
hope you will enjoy it. 

Before we proceed with the next toast, General Wagner, we would like 
also to give you a mosaic box from Egypt-I keep saying “Egypt” because that 
is where I strongly wanted to take the Company and these gifts have come 
from there. 


ADJUTANT GENERAL WAGNER: 


Thank you very much Captain, it is a great honor to accept this. Thank 
you. (Applause.) 


CAPTAIN NASHAWATY: 


We have three fine gentlemen with us who, in the next few weeks will be 
retiring from active service. I would like to acknowledge their dedication and 
commitment to their country, their friendship, and the courtesy they have 
extended to the Ancient and Honourable Artillery Company of London. 

I would first like to call on Commander David Cashman of the United 
States Constitution. (Applause.) 
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COMMANDER CASHMAN: 
Thank you very, very, much. 
CAPTAIN NASHAWATY: 


I would like to present you with this Paul Revere bowl, a symbol of our 
beautiful city. On one side of this bowl is the seal of the Ancient and 
Honorable Artillery Company of Massachusetts, the other side is inscribed 
“To Commander David M. Cashman, the United States Constitution, Major 
Arthur E. Nashawaty, Captain Commanding 1990-1991, 3 June 1991”. We ask 
you accept this to remind you on your too early retirement of the love and 


affection that we have for you, but that does not mean you should disappear 
from us. 


COMMANDER CASHMAN: 
Thank you sir; 1am honored. Thank you very, very much. (Applause.) 


CAPTAIN NASHAWATY: The second gentleman is Rear Admiral John 
Alymer, who will retire soon as President of the Massachusetts Maritime 
Academy on Buzzards Bay. Admiral Alymer has also been a great friend of 
ours and we would like to call him to the podium. (Applause.) 


REAR ADMIRAL JOHN F. ALYMER: Thank you very much. I appreciate it 
very much. 


CAPTAIN NASHAWATY: 


This Paul Revere bowl with our Company seal is inscribed “Rear Admiral 
John F, Alymer, President, The Massachusetts Maritime Academy, Buzzards 
Bay, etc.” We are delighted to have him with us this evening. To you as well 
we ask you don’t forget us. Itis our pleasure to present you with this memento 
and ask that you come often to see us. 


RADM ALYMER: 


Thank you very much Arthur; I appreciate it. Let me just say one thing: 
I should like to thank, in behalf of the regiment of cadets of Massachusetts 
Maritime Academy, the Ancients for their very stalwart support of our 
scholarship at the Academy and the support of the fine young men and 
women who ply the oceans of the world and who also help win wars. Thank 
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you Arthur. (Renewed applause.) 
CAPTAIN NASHAWATY: 


The third gendeman has been our friend, tremendous benefactor, and 
gracious host. He has been so helpful - when we had to move out of our 
beloved Faneuil Hall he, along with the Commanding Officers of the United 
States Coast Guard Support Station, made it so easy for us. He will be the first 
ofthe gentlemen to retire, and I believe itis 21 June 1991. We ask Rear Admiral 
Richard Rybacki to approach the podium. (Applause.) This too is properly 
inscribed and it says “Presented to Rear Admiral Richard Rybacki, Com- 
mander of the First District, United States Coast Guard Station. Presented by 
the Ancientand Honorable Artillery Company of Massachusetts, etc. etc.” It 
is dated today. We are delighted to have known this fine gentleman. We do 
know that he is notleaving the New England area, and that tells us that we will 
see more of him. We wish him and the other gentlemen the very best. 
(Renewed applause.) 


RADM RYBACKI: 


On behalf of John Foster Williams, an honorary member of the Ancient 
and Honorable, and his father, who was a Captain Commanding, and of 
course, most of you know John Foster Williams was the first Commanding 
Officer of the Revenue Cutter Massachusetts, which is the forbear of the US 
Coast Guard. We thankyou very much and, on behalf ofall of those who have 
followed and all of those who have served with our Armed Forces in Desert 
Shield and Desert Storm, we thank you very much. It has been a great 
privilege to participate with all of you in all of your festivities. God bless you 
all. (Renewed applause.) 


CAPTAIN NASHAWATY: 


We are indeed honored this evening to have with us the Chairman of the 
Armed Services Committee of the United States House of Representatives. 
His name is Les Aspin. His biography is not that long, but] am sure that, if 
he were to list everything, it would take hours to read. In the short time we 
have known this genueman, he has made such an impression on all of us. But 
let me just read a little bit about this great American, and I quote: “Les Aspin 
was born July 21, 1938, in Milwaukee where he attended grade school and 
high school. He received his undergraduate degree summa cum laude in 
1960 from Yale University where he was a member of Phi Beta Kappa. In his 
major field, history, he received “Honors with Exceptional Distinction.’ He 
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was graduated from Oxford 
University with a Master’s Degree for a combined major in economics, 
politics and philosophy. He received a Doctor of Philosophy in Economics 
from the Massachusetts Institute of Technology. (Chairman) Aspin started 
his work in politics in 1960 on the staff of Senator William Proxmire. In 1963 
he served as Staff Assistant to Walter Heller, Chairman of President Kennedy's 
Council of Economic Advisors. Commissioned in the Army under ROTC in 
1966, Chairman Aspin was an advisor in the office of Secretary of Defense 
Robert McNamara. Aspin left the Army as a Captain in 1968. He went on to 
become an Assistant Professor of Economics at Marquette University in 
Milwaukee. Aspin was elected to Congress from the First Congressional 
District in Southeastern Wisconsin in 1970. He represents the counties of 
Racine, Kenosha, Walworth, Rock and parts of Green. He has served on the 
Armed Services (1971 - present), District of Columbia (1973-1975), Govern- 
ment Operations 1975 and 1980, and Budget Committees 1981-1984. In 
January 1985 Aspin was chosen over six more senior members to chair the 
House Armed Services Committee”. And, if my arithmetic is right, that puts 
him at the young age of 47 to assume this tremendous responsibility. The 
Almanac of American Politics in 1986 says “Aspin has become one of the truly 
important legislators on Capitol Hill, exercising power and making choices 
On issues he knows and which he thinks originally about as well as any other 
legislator, or any other American for that matter”. On January 23, 1987 the 
Kenosha News said “Never before in the history of the First District has our 
Manin Washington done more for us —Aspin’s vast knowledge of defense as 
wellas many other matters, his intellectual energy and willingness to serve are 
benefits not only to his committee but to our nation”. And on January II, 1987 
the Chicago Tribune says “Aspin — has earned a wide respect for the 
intelligence and knowledge and dynamism he has brought to national 
defense issues”, The New York Times on January 20, 1987: “Mr. Aspin has the 
Capacity to give the country invaluable service as Chairman of the House 
Armed Services Committee — he has the skills to perform the inevitable 
surgery on defense spending without risking the patient’s survival — he has 
turned the Armed Services Committee from a Pentagon rubber stamp into 
a force for constructive change”. 

Gentlemen, it is with deep honor and pleasure that I present to you 
Chairman Les Aspin of the Armed Services Committee. (Applause.) 


HONORABLE LES ASPIN: 


Thank youall very, very much. Iam having a very, very good time. Thank 
you. Itis really a very great pleasure and honor to be with you and to be your 
keynote speaker tonight on the 354th June Day of the Ancientand Honorable 
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Artillery Company of Massachusetts. Three and a half centuries of duty and 
service in the tradition of the citizen soldier is a proud record indeed. I know 
your Company was begun in the 17th 

century out of concern for the defense of the Colony. Governor Winthrop, 
recognizing the necessity of defense, gave you a charter in 1638, the oldest 
organization in the Western Hemisphere. Today, the recognition that we 
must defend ourselves and our way of life still animates us. Over the last two 
years we have seen momentous events in this regard. We have seen our values 
triumph, and the end of the Cold War, and we have seen our men and women 
in uniform win a great victory in the Persian Gulf. (Applause.) The war with 
Iraq was an enormously successful military venture, beyond all expectations. 
It was an event that made all Americans very, very proud. Now what has led 
up to this success of the war in the Persian Gulf is really an amazing story. it 
isan amazing story about an improvement in the US Military. That is a story 
that needs to be told. itis a story —and, in fact, this speech could be entitled 
“The United States military from Desert One to Desert Storm”. Remember 
back to 1980. The US military attempted to rescue Americans held hostage 
in Teheran. That mission was to be carried out by only a few helicopters and 
some cargo planes. It failed. The mission ended before it really began in a 
fiery airplane crash at a remote rendezvous point called Desert One. Eight 
Americans lost their lives there. They never even got close to where the 
hostages were held. itwasa total, complete, and utter disaster. Now, contrast 
that with Operation Desert Storm, conducted just this year to push the Iraqui 
forces out of Kuwait. Six weeks of bom bing with two thousand sorties or more 
a day produced few casualties on our side, but it reduced the Traqui military 
to a fraction of its strength. The ground phase of the war involved hundreds 
of thousands of US troops, along with those of other nations. It lasted only 
one hundred hours. it went off brilliantly, with very, very few losses. With 
attacks by the Marines and Arab forces throughout the mine fields and 
prepared defenses, there was a lightening armored sweep to the left, the 
famous left hook to get behind the enemy forces, to disorient them and defeat 
them. it worked. It all worked. It worked brilliantly. Now what made this 
success in the Persian Gulf possible? How did we manage this amazing 
improvement in the US military in ten years? The House Committee on 
Armed Services has been looking at these questions, asking “What is it that 
happened to the US military?” We have held a number of hearings on this 
and aboutits lessons. We have examined the kind of troops the all volunteer 
force is supplying; we have looked at how our equipment performed, 
examined the organization of forces, what impact that might have had on the 
conduct of the war, and we have looked broadly at the role of high technology 
on the modern battlefield. The effort to understand this historic even isn’t 
over, butwe have come up with some preliminary conclusions about how the 
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US military went from Desert One to Desert Storm, and I want to share those 
conclusions with you tonight. Basically, I would like to nominate three 
reasons why Desert Storm was so much better than Desert One. There is no 
disagreement on the first reason; itis called “people”. The men and women 
of the US military today may be the best ever. At the time of Desert One just 
ten years ago, we paid an entering soldier only about eighty-four percent of 
the Federal minimum wage. Of the recruits we attracted, only half had 
graduated from high school. Only about half scored in the top three 
categories on the standardized tests given by the Armed Forces. This is well 
below where the population is on the average. Seventy percent of the 
population as a whole, for example, scores in the top three categories. Ten 
years ago, fifty percent of the US military was scoring in the top three 
categories. Ten years ago, AWOLS were up, drug use was up, disciplinary 
problems were up. Now, over the decade, the Pentagon, and the Congress 
giving a little help, worked the problem. The pay was raised. The Montgom- 
ery G.I. Bill was enacted. Other education incentives were created. The 
quality of life for service members and their families was improved. The 
Army, in particular, stepped up its hunt for quality recruits. Bonuses were 
created to bring the top young recruits into the combat arms; and, over the 
years, the stigma of Vietnam faded and, with it, the bias against military service 
that existed among some in the larger society. By the time of Desert Storm, 
ten years later, the improvement was enormous. And now, over ninety-five 
percent of the new recruits are high school graduates, and nearly one 
hundred percent score in the top three categories on the test, that is 
compared to fifty percent high school graduates, fifty percent, ten years ago. 
AWOLs and discipline problems are down. The military has eradicated the 
drug use. So, one big difference between the Army and the military of Desert 
One and the military of Desert Storm — everybody agrees on this — is that 
the people in the military are a lot, lot better. My nominee for the second 
reason why Desert Storm was so much better than Desert One is better 
organization. The organization of the fighting forces is very, very different 
now, and I don't think the people outside of the military really understand 
what all has happened, because the Congress, let me proudly say, had 
something to do with that. The Congress passed in 1986 something called the 
Goldwater-Nichols Act. Nick Mavroules, in fact, had a lot to do with it; you 
folks from Massachusetts should know that. That Act changed the line of 
communication and the line of authority. It gave new powers to the 
Chairman of the Joint Staff. It made him the Chief Military Adviser to the 
President and the Secretary of Defense, notjust the committee, not commit- 
tee stuff now; the Chairman is in charge. No more was he merely the 
Committee Chairman who brought the lowest common denominator opin- 
ion from all of the Chiefs; he was the top dog. It also, the Goldwater-Nichols 
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Act — gave new authority and powers to the Field Commanders, like General 
Schwartzkopf of Desert Storm, or General Thurman of Just Cause. No longer 
was it necessary to assign tasks among the services for parochial reasons. An 
operational commander could make the best use of his resources, regardless 
of service; he didn’t have to divide it up equally among the services,. And it 
created one clear line of command, one integrated operational plan, and one 
focal point for decisions on the ground; and the difference is just unbeliev- 
able. In Vietnam, for example, we had two ground armies, the Marines and 
the I-Corps, and the Army and the rest of the service, the rest of the country; 
we had four Air Forces. All of them, the two ground armies and the four Air 
Forces all had lines of command back to Washington. There was no one 
person who was running the whole show. More recently, in Grenada, we had 
a tiny island divided into Army and Marine sectors. In Beirut, we had a 
serpentine line of command that went from Washington, to Brussels, to 
Frankfort, to London, to Naples, to the Task Force afloat off Lebanon, to the 
Marine Unitin Beirut. All of this has been changed by Goldwater-Nichols; all 
of it has now changed. There is absolutely, now, a single line of command. 
And just the two most recent military operations, since the passage of 
Goldwater-Nichols show what has happened, Just Cause in Panama, and 
Desert Storm. Just Cause was an eight-five percent Army operation; you 
couldn’t have done that before Goldwater-Nichols. The Army, essentially, 
did the show. Eight-five percent of the showwas done by the Army. You didn’t 
have to divide itup among the Services. If the Army could do it, the Army did 
it. In Panama, it was an eighty-five percent Army show. Desert Storm was 
perhaps a seventy percent Air Force show. But, anyway, the chain of 
command went straight from the President, to the Secretary of Defense, 
through the Chairman of the Joint Chiefs, General Powell, to the Com- 
mander in Charge in the field. It went Bush, Cheney, Powell, Thurman in 
Panama, and it went Bush, Cheney, Powell, Schwartzkopf, in Desert Storm 
and, if Schwartzkopf wanted to make itan all Navy show, he could have made 
itall a Navy show. He was in charge and he called the shots, and let me tell 
you, our military operated unbelievable better since thatwhole thing changed. 
(Applause.) So, on those two, people and organization, two thumbs up for 
each. My nominee for the third reason for why a Desert Storm victory was sO 
nice is high tech equipment. That is a more difficult issue. We have not 
finished our examination yetand we have only reached tentative conclusions. 
But, in the mid-1970s, the Soviet Marshal Argokov, who was then the Chief of 
the Warsaw Pact forces, began to say that a technological revolution was 
taking place in military fighting. “Hightech” he said, “was the wave of the 
future”. His remarks gota lot ofattention in Europe, alot of attention in the 
Soviet Union, and not much attention in the United States. But he omy 
plained that, in fact, that what was going on was that the United States was 1n 
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a position to take advantage of this hightech, and he said that the Soviet 
Union was not in a position to take advantage of it. Now, he was eventually 
fired for his candor, but the evidence, so far, showed that, in fact, General 
Argokov was absolutely right. We now have computers, smart weapons, 
stealth technology, and we have had a technological revolution. It is a very 
different battlefield out there than from what it was just a few years ago. One 
of the profound implications of the performance of hightech is its impact on 
casualties. The trend in American military technology, over the last few years, 
has been to use technology to reduce the risk to the person in uniform, and 
itissucceeding. Iam thinking of things like defense suppression and standoff 
precision-guided munitions. These systems in the Iraq war apparently were 
partof the story about the amazingly few casualties. The one technology story 
that has come upina major way so far in the Gulf is the Patriot anti-ballistic 
missile system. We have already had three cycles of the Patriot story. Cycle 
I was Patriot as hero and media star. We saw live pictures of the Patriot 
intercepting Saddam Hussein’s Scuds. Cycle II was the revisionist version of 
Patriot. The main revisionists’ claim was that much of the time, Patriot didn’t 
kill the missiles, at least, the missile warhead. Nowwe are into Cycle III, which 
is the defense of the Patriot against the revisionists, and the defense says that 
the Patriot performed better in Saudi Arabia that itdid in Israel, meaning that 
the problems were not with the Patriot system itself. Now clearly, this is one 
area that needs more work. There are a lot of studies going on, and there is 
So1ng to be a lot more evidence over the next few months, so that the 
conclusions, at this point, would have to be tentative. But let me give you my 
tentative conclusions of the role of hightech in Desert Storm; they are 
basically three in number. The first conclusion is that, as with the Patriot, we 
will be revising our estimate on the performance of individual weapons 
systems. The second conclusion is that, basically, high technology was 
vindicated in Desert Storm. It is important to understand that there was a 
school that was argued in the United States, that was arguing against high 
technology, for a number of years here. That school argued that the US was 
going Into much too much hightech as military equipment. That school said 
we should develop simpler, more reliable equipment. What they said was, 
what the Proponents of this school said was that we need simpler and more 
reliable equipment because high tech would not work in warfare. You get 
into the war; you would have dirt and grime, and they would be moving it 
around and dropping stuff of trucks, and it would get banged upand itwould 
not work. Secondly, the argument was this high tech stuff was really too 
complicated for soldiers with an high school education. It needed an PHD 
n electrical engincering to operate the thing and you certainly needed that 
to repair it. Now my view is that Desert Storm proved the worst fears of this 
school to be unfounded; in fact they blew that school right out of the water. 
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The equipment did not suffer breakdowns just getting to the battlefield, as 
some had feared. It did stand up to the rigors of war, and it could be operated 
and repaired by high school graduates. My third tentative conclusion about 
high tech is that what proved to be the most important part and the most 
impressive part is really the synergy of all these systems. Individually, the 
weapons’ systems that we had were better than the Russian equipment that 
the Iraqis had, probably on the order of twenty to thirty percent, depending 
upon the equipment. For example, a tank our tanks are maybe twenty-eight, 
twenty-nine, thirty percent better than the Russian tanks. Other pieces of 
equipment may be twenty to twenty-five percent better. Basically, the 
equipment, across the board, our equipment was twenty to thirty percent 
better than the Russian equipment that the Iraqis had, and thatis the general 
feeling coming out of this war. Now, twenty to thirty percent better equip- 
ment tells you that you are going to win the war, but it doesn’t tell them that 
you are going to blow them out. So how do you explain that we actually were 
able to blow them out? So how do you explain that we actually were able to 
blow them out was something else other than must the marginal advantage 
in each of the weapons systems? What did explain the complete rout in the 
view that we had had now before these hearings was the synergism of the 
technologies that worked together. In other words, it was the systems that 
came together and the advantage piled on advantage, and that is what 
produced a casualty ration that ran about a thousand to one. The CQ guy, 
the standoff weapons, the precision-guided munitions worked together, and 
that really created an overwhelming advantage. So here is how these things 
worked together,. For example, the defense suppression gave the coalition 
air superiority. The Iraqi forces looked up into the sky and all they saw flying 
over was enemy planes, our planes, and those planes were delivering an 
unprecedented pounding of ordinance on the Iraqi positions. Meanwhile, 
the Iraqis couldn’t see what was going on; they had lost all contact; all they 
could see was what was happening in front of them. They lost contact with 
the unit to the left because we cut off communications. They were were 
starting to get lonely. They didn’t know whether the units on the right and 
the left were still there, or whether they had gone back to Baghdad or whether 
they had been overrun. Now, you know, sitting out there and going through 
that for a couple of weeks will wear them down pretty bad. Essentially, what 
they knew was that they were blinded, but that we knew all about them. After 
a few weeks of that it really is no wonder that the Iraqi forces surrendered in 
such large numbers. Now, as I say, at this stage, we all have tentative 
conclusions; but I certainly would want to add technology as a reason to 
explain our impressive victory in the Persian Gulf. So there we have it, a 
preliminary report on the US military from Desert One to Desert Storm, 
clearly, people played arole; clearly, better organization playeda role; clearly 
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high tech weapons played a role. But of all the 

reasons, our hearings that we have had, and the people have come and the 
witnesses, ofall the reasons, the mostimportantis people. General Schartzkopf 
said that if they, the Iraqis, had our equipment and we had theirs in other 
words, we swapped equipment, we still would have won because we had the 
better people. So tonight, a salute to the people, a salute to the military 
people, a salute to all the people who serve in military organizations such as 
the Ancient and Honorable Artillery Company of Massachusetts. They have 
made us all proud to be Americans. A salute to those people who served our 
country in the war with Iraq. They were the thunder and lightening of 
Operation DesertStorm. Andasalute toall the people, menand women, who 
serve in the US military today, serve in the US military everywhere. They are 
the finest military this country has ever seen, and they are the best in the 
world. Thank you all very much. (Applause, all rising.) 


CAPTAIN NASHAWATY: 


Congressman, you make us proud to be Americans. We will remember 
for a long time your wonderful words of encouragement; we are thankful for 
you and others like you for maintaining the world’s stability. I take great 
pleasure in presenting you with this Paul Revere bowl; the inscription reads 
“To the Honorable Les Aspin, Member of the House of Representatives, 
Chairman of the Armed Services, presented by the Ancient and Honorable 
Artillery Company, Major Arthur E. Nashawaty, Captain Commanding 1990- 
1991”. It is our pleasure sir, to have you here with us tonight and to present 
you with this bowl. (Renewed applause.) 


CONGRESSMAN ASPIN: 
Thank you very much.

To be a member of this Company is to live friendship, comradeship, 


brotherhood. The Ancient and Honorable Artillery Company of Massachu- 
setts. (Cries of “Hear! Hear!”) 


CAPTAIN NASHAWATY: 


Please be seated gentlemen. I will respond to this toast. 
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The final test of a leader is that he leaves behind him in other men the 
conviction and the will to carry on. These words would touch the heart of 
every man who has had the honor and privilege of serving as Captain 
Commanding ofthe Ancientand Honorable Artillery Company of Massachu- 
setts. As he leads, the Captain Commanding is mindful of the traditions of 
three hundred and fifty-three years. He remembers Past Captains and their 
many tremendous contributions to the Company. And most important, he 
remembers that his term is a stewardship, and that he must leave behind him 
a Company which future Captains Commanding will be proud to leadas well. 
As I turn over the command to our new Captain Commanding, I would like 
to thank each and every one of you, my Comrades, for helping me serve. 
There are so many members who deserve individual thanks, but unfortu- 
nately time will not allow this. However, I would like to thank the following 
members of my staff for their loyalty and service to the Company, and for their 
advice and friendship throughout the year: Major General Edward J 
Langley, the Captain’s Aide, Lieutenant Colonel John A. Moore, the Adju- 
tant; Lieutenant Colonel Calvin Clayton, Past Commanderand Chief of Staff; 
The Sergeants 1990-1991, Colonel Leonard J. Sacco, First Lieutenant and 
Colonel John F. McNulty, Second Lieutenant. 1990-1991 was a good year. We 
achieved a great deal and we had our mettle tested in several ways. After four 
private on-site trips to Egypt to plan our 353rd Fall Field Day Tour of Duty, 
six weeks from our departure date Saddam Hussein invaded Kuwait. We had 
to cancel what would have been the trip ofa lifetime. After an emergency Pre- 
trip to the French Riviera we organized a very successful trip in less than four 
days. The highlights included a first ever reception in Monaco ofa military 
company in parade uniform at the Royal Palace by a member of the royal 
family of Monaco, His Serene Highness Prince Albert. We were received for 
the first time by the esteemed mayors of Monaco, Cannes, Nice and 
Draguignan. We were privilege luncheon guests of the French Military 
School. And always remembering an important purpose of the Fall Field Day 
Tour of Duty, we were proud to honor and remember more fallen US and 
Allied comrades than on other previous Tours of Duty. We held wreath- 
laying ceremonies at War Memorials in Monaco, Nice, and at Draguignan 
Rhone American Cemetery where 868 young Americans, 54 from the Com- 
monwealth of Massachusetts, made the supreme sacrifice for liberty. Our 
Sergeants placed flags of the Commonwealth and the United States at the 
graves of our brothers from Massachusetts. We also conducted a fourth and 
final wreath-laying ceremony in Cannes at the Memorial of the Liberation of 
Southern France that took place in August of 1944. For all of this, last October 
the Ancients were the talk of a very welcoming Riviera. We also moved our 
official headquarters from the first time since 1746 when we arranged with the 
gracious United States Coast Guard officials for temporary Company quar- 
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ters at the Coast Guard Station during the renovation of our beloved Faneuil 
Hall. There were many enjoyable moments we shared in 1990-199]. On the 
Fourth of July we held one of the largest parades in the City of Boston. We 
were honored to be joined by sixty sailors from the John F. Kennedy aircraft 
carrier who later saw service in the Persian Gulf. We were honored to have 
a major role in the inauguration of our new Governor, Commander-in-Chief 
William F. Weld. More Ancients than ever before escorted Governor Weld 
and Lieutenant Governor Paul Celluci. We had the pleasure of hosting the 
Inaugural Reception and Dinner as well. 1990-1991 was not without sadness; 
we marked the passing of two Past Captains, 
Colonel ErnestJ. Montilio and Colonel Walter T. Anzoni, who was our Senior 
Past Commander. As I join the ranks of men with initials “PC” after their 
names, I would like to, for the last time, thank you for your contributions 
during this past year. It has been my heartfelt pleasure and privilege to serve 
as your Captain Commanding. There is nothing like being an Ancient. 
Thank you. God bless You. God bless the Ancient and Honorable Artillery 
Company of Massachusetts. (Applause, all rising.) This concludes the year 
of command for the 282nd Captain Commanding and the 353rd Fall Field 
Day Tour of Duty.

COLONEL GRAUNAS:

As my second official duty as Captain of the Ancients, I would like to have 
the Senior Past Commander, Jerry O’Connor, come to the podium for the 
purpose of presenting you, Captain Nashawaty, with the emblem which 
symbolizes your having served as Captain of the Ancient and Honorable 
Artillery Company.

A new Ancient year has now begun, the 
354th year of our great organization, and a new set of officers has now 
officially been chosen. To all those that elected me as your 283rd Captain 
Commanding, I am very deeply grateful, and I thank you from the bottom of 
my heart.

I promise to dedicate myself, full-time,m to 
this Honorable Company for the following year, and ask for your cooperation 
and understanding. Everything that will be done, rest assured, will be done 
for the Good of the Company, to continue in its great traditions. As the year 
progresses, I would appreciate your support and advice. I eagerly look 
forward to serving all of you and thank you for the opportunity to do so. I 
would like to introduce my entire staff. Have no fear. Itwould be impractical 
to introduce all one hundred plus of them, since it would take too long to do. 
So I will only introduce five people. My First Lieutenant, a future Captain, 
one of the most brilliant people we have in the Ancients, Lieutenant Colonel 
Ernest C. Caggiano. (Applause.) My Second Lieutenant, also a future 
Captain, Lieutenant Roy S. Chase. (Applause.) My Chief of Staff, my good 
friend and advisor, Past Captain, a man who makes things happen, Brigadier 
General Joseph A. Milano. (Applause.) My Adjutant, serving for his-get this, 
gentlemen -sixth time, and just imagine what the parade would be like today 
if John Moore wasn’t out there. People would be standing around saying 
“What do we do next?” Well, leave it to John,. He says “Do this, this, and this”, 
and things happen. The parade goes on smooth as silk. A great man, my 
Adjutant for the next year, John Moore.

I guarantee you, 
if you go down there, you will have a great time. Please pay them a visit, and 
you and they will be glad you did. Before we conclude our ceremony for the 
evening with the singing of God Bless America, so ably led by our own 
Lieutenant Shea, a song which we have sung all over the world, would you 
please rise for our benediction, to be given by Lieutenant, Father Arthur 
Brown, the Chaplain for next year. :
